HIS FIGHT. WITH JOHN BECK. 


A decision of the Supreme Court of Utah 
has brought to the surface|ina most admir- 
able light a Chicago man of once none too 
honored a reputation. His name is Henry M. 
Ryan, by which name few will remember him. 


“But many will recall him vividly when they 


learn that this is the man who for a long time 


went under the sobriquet of '** Cabbage Ryan.” 


Ten years agoa man would have been 
thought insane who had predicted that ‘* Cab- 
bage Ryan’’ ever was, ever would be, or,ever 
could be any earthly good to himself or any 
one else. But when a man of pure grit sets 
about toreform himself much may be ex- 
pected, and Ryan has setia shining example 
to thousands df worthier men. 

Mr. Ryan some years agp turned his atten- 
tion to silver mining, and began to operate in 
Utah. He was regarded there as a Chicago 
interloper, and after bemg laughed at for 
awhile became cordially envied and hated for 
his remarkable successes. Many proofs of 
his surprising ability as a mine manager 
might be given, but none better than the af- 
fair which léd to the lawsuit which Judge 
Merritt of the Utah Supreme Court has just 


ay decided in his favor. 


John Beck Calls. A 

One day in September, 1893, when Ryan 
was sitting in his office in Chicago, he re- 
from another distinguished 
Utah miner.. This was John Beck, who had a 
rocket-like career, and’ had apparently come 
down like a stick. He had' been the owner of 
a group of mining properties known as the 
Bullion-Beck and Champion and Caroline 
silver mines, which were worth at least $2,- 
000,000. For a while he was honored as 
only a silver king can be in that country, and 
the miners fought among themsélves for the 
privilege of shaking his hand. But he was 
not equal to the test of administering such a 
vast property, and little by little it became 
involved in a network of debt which could 
be neither discharged nor ecomprehended. His 
creditors tried their hands at it. George Q. Can 
non, the virtual head of the Mormon Church, 
was one of the most deeply involved, and he 
tried his best to straighten out Beck’s affairs, 
but he had to give jit upon in despair. 

Meanwhile Beck lost his financial standing 
and sunk into the depths of poverty. With a

Confesses to Murder at a Salvation Army 
Meeting but Runs Away Again, 
Naperville, Ill, May 6.—[Special.]—Last 

Saturday night a stranger wandered into the 
Salvation Army barracks at this place. Dur- 
ing the meeting he was spoken to by the 
Captain, Miss Peterson, concerning his soul’s 
,welfaré. He replied that before he could be 
saved he would have to make a confession. 

He said his name was George Bullock and 
that he and a man named Esty, whois now 
serving a 25-year sentence at Joliet, killed 

Policemen Grant and McNitt at Geneva the 
night of Aug. 7, 1888; that he escaped, was 
arrested in Kansas for a crime committed 
there, and while serving his time in the peni- 
tentiary in that State wrote to Supervisor 
Mann of Kane County, saying if he would 
help him to his freedom he wouid tell him all 
about the murder of Grantand MecNitt. He 
never heard from Mann. Alter serving his 
time he left for Europe June 2, going as a 
‘ship hand. Returning from there four weeks 
ago he visited a brother-in-law in Riverside 
‘and was now on his way to Geneva, to give 
himself up to the authorities. 

- He was taken there by several of the young 
men upon his-own request and again related 
his story. After arriving at the jail at Geneva 
and while the boys were trying to awake the 
jailer to turn over the culprit he gave the 
boys the slip and escaped.

WOMEN TURN BRICKS. 


MANY ARE EMPLOYED IN THE VARI- 
OUS OHIOAGO YARDS, 


Children Also Compelled to Help Their 
Parents, Who Are Mostly PolesCharge 
of the Trade and Labor Assembly 
Proved True=The Weber-Labahn Com- 
pany Blamed by the Manufacturers’ 
Association for Not Paying the Union 
Scale—Offer to Debate the Question. 

The statement made at the Trade and La- 
bor Assembly Sunday that women and young 
children worked in Chicago’s brickyards ap- 
pears to have a foundation in fact. -A visit 
was made to the various brickyards yester- 
day, and although only one woman was 
found at work this was simply because the 
yards quit work at 10 o’clock in the morning. 

No one connected with the industry denies 

that women work in the yards, but they say 

it is not true that they either dig clay or 
make brick. Their work is mostly what.is 
technically called “hacking” the brick. This 


| POLICE ORDER WILL LET OUT 400 MEN. 


It Will Relate to Patrolmen Only and Will 
Be Issued Today. 

Unless there is some hitchin the program 
General Superintendent Badenoch of the Po- 
lice Department will issue his first order to. 
day shaking up the foree. Theorder, as has 
been previously announced, will only relate 
to patrolmen, but it will let out something 
like 400 officers. 

The Superintendent and his assistant, Alex- 
ander Ross, as well as Secretary Campbeil 
and two or three confidential clerks, have 
been working on this order almost every 
night until 12 o’clock for two weeks, 
The work was practically completed late 
last night, after which Mr. Badenoch 
had a long conference with Mayor Swift. It 
is understood there are stillaf + men whose 
records will be verified today and after this 
has been done the order will be issued. 

The 200 second-class patrolmen now on 
the force and all substitutes, about eighty- 
five in number. will be iet out. The balance 
of the men who will lose their places are 
officers against whom flaws are found in their 
records. The record of every patrolman 
on the force has been carefully examined.

Their backs are bowed and 
bent, and they cry when they try to stand 
up straight. ) 

The women, for their work, are paid $6a 
week. The children get $3—or rather their 
parents get it. Owing to the hours in the 
yards the school inspectors can do nothing, 
because.most of the children attend after- 
noon school. Work at the brickyards be-

A policeman volunteered the infor- 
mation that the daily output of the yards 
was 50,000 bricks, and that ‘the five people 
would handle them all before 3 o’clock, 
None of them spoke any English.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


New York, May 6.—[Special. ;—President 
Seth Low of Columbia College has given 
that institution $1,000,000. He made the 
announcement today at a meeting of the 
trustees of the university, saying he would 
assume personally the cost of erecting the 
new library building of the college at Ono 
Hundred and Sixteenth street and Morning- 
side Heights. He said he wished the library 
to be a memorial of his father, Abiei Albot 
Low, ‘‘a merchant who taught his son to 
value the things fer which Columbia,College 
stands.’’ The estimated cost of the building 
is $1,000,000. 

By resolution the clerk of the board was 
instructed to convey to President Low the 
trustees’ thanks for the gift, “‘ unprecedented 
in the scale of its generosity and affording 
fresh evidence of his tnbounded devotion 
to the college’s interests.’’ A special com. 
mittee, consisting of Bishop Potter, the Rev, 
Dr, Dix, the Rev, Dr. Chambers, and S, P. 
Nash, was appointed to recommend suitable 
action for acknowledgment of the gift, which 
it was decided te accept with all the condi. 
‘tions expressed. These conditions are three. 
fold. It is -President Low’s desire; in the 
first place, that the gift shall be the 
means of extending college privileges to some 
of the boys and girls of his native city, 
Brooklyn. Accordingly twelve Brooklya 
scholarships for boys will be estabiished in 
Columbia and twelve Brooklyn scholarships 
for girls in Barnard College. The scholar: 
ships are to be awarded by competition, three 
ayear. President Low also desires to show 
his interest in advanced university work and, 
accordingly, eight President’s university an- 
nual scholarships ‘will be established. The 
President also desiresato associate the name 
class of ’70 fellowship, therefore, will 
inte uly 1, 1805. 

Following iden! Low’s gift came one 
of 300,000 frem Chairman William C, 
Schermerhorn of the Board of Trustees. He 
said\he madehimself responsible for the Naw 
tional Science Buildmg or for any other 
builimg or part ofa building to cost that 
|ampunt. A vote of thanks was tendeted to 
Mr. Schermerhorn, 

Besides this building thus provided for 
there are needed immediately at least three 
other educational buildimgs, a dining hall, a 
university theater, and a gymnasium, The 
estimated cost of these necessary structures 
is $1,500,000. F, Augustus Schermerhorn, 
one otf the trustees, next Gromanted to 
the college the Townsend “Library of 
National, State, and - biographical war 
records. This work, begun in ber, 
1860, by Thomas Townsend.of this city, 
when complete will consist of 90 large folio 
volumes of clippings and extracts chronglog- 
ically arranged and of a digest of about 30 
large folio volumes of manuscript, arra 
by topics, indexing the matter of the printed 
statements. Mr. Schermerhora also gave 
$4,000 for the complete indexing of the 
library.

KANSAS WHEAT IS IN BAD SHAPE. 


Unfavorable Weather Renders One-Third 
of the Acreage Worthless. 

Topeka, Kas., May 6.—[Special. |—Secre- 

tary Coburn today issued the first crop re- 

port of the season, showing the conditions as 


they existed April 30: 

Winter wheat—The acreage sown last fall is 
estimated as having been 40,064,137 acres, or 
about 11 per cent less than that sown the pre- 
ceding year. By unfavorable weather condi- 
tions 33 per cent of this has been rendered prac- 
tically worthiess, and at least 47 per ceat of it 
will be planted to othercrops. The only coun- 
ties venturing to report winter Wheat as in 
or fair condition_are Atchison, Brown, Dickin- 
son, Douglass, Franklin, Johnston, Linn, Mar- 
shall, Miami, and Nemaha, and even in some of 
them it is evident such conditions are found only - 
inedimited districts. 

Sprihg wheat--Acreage of spring wheat is put 
in at 20 per cent less than one year ago,’ and the 
present average condition is given as 70 per cent.

MAYOR SWIFT APPOINTS HIM TO BE 
THE OORPORATION OOUNSEL.

Aldermen Confirm the Nomination, Also 
That of Philip Maas to Be City Collector 
and of Edward Westman to Be Gas In- 
spector=Reform Rules for the Council 
Are Sent Scurrying Back to the Com- 
mitteeMayor Swift's First Veto—Other 
Business Before the City Fathers.

May or Swift submitted the foregoing names 
to the Council last evening, and they were 
confirmed and their bonds approved. Mr. 
Beale’s bond was $5,000 and the sureties 
were E. S. Isham and J. 8. Cooper, Mr. 
Maas’ bond was $250,000, with Jvuhn Bueh- 
ler, C. Herman Plautz, and Jacob Birk as 
sureties, Mr. Westman’s bond was $10,000, 
with W. S. Hussander, G, L. Nelson, and C, 
W. Jobnson as sureties. Mr. Beale’s appoint- 
ment has been under consideration for several 
days. He was at first opposed to taking the 
place, and did not give his acceptance to the 
Mayor until late yesterdayafternoon. 

All the hope and promise of reforming the 
practices of the Council through the adoption 
of new rules and all the worry and tact ex- 
ercised by Ald, Mann and his committee to 
get them through the Council have. gone for 
naught. The Aldermen reconsidered the vote 
by which forty-three of the new rules were 
adopted at the previous meeting and sent the 
whole report back to the committee. This 
was not accomplished, however, until after 
an exciting fight, which wound upin a clash 
between the Mayor and “Big Joe” Lam- 
mers of the Fifteenth Ward. Lammers was 
not satisfied witha ruling of the Chair and 
attempted to biuff the Mayor into rec- 
ognizing him. He persistently and loudly 
appealed to the Chair to try to get in a mo- 
tion for an appeal. But Mayor Swift wielded 
the gavel with such vehement persistence that 
Ald. Lammers’ loud and bullish voice was so 
mixed up with the clatter made on the desk 
that only those in the vicinity of his seat 
could tell what he was trying tosay. The 
Mayor had recognized Ald. Stanwood,’ when 
Lammers got up, and firmly told the Fif- 
teenth Ward Alderman his proposition was 
not in order. 

When Ald. Butler called up the report of 
the Committee on Rules Ald. Schendorf 
quickiy followed with a motion to reconsider 
the action of the Council in adopting the 
forty-three rules, Ald. Mann was on 
the alert and shot. in a_ point 
of order that the Council could 
not reconsider, but held that all 
changes vf the previous action must be made 
by amendments, and that each rule would 
haveto beamended and knocked out sep- 
arately, if. such were the object, Ald. Noble, 
whom Mayor Swift had temporarily called to 
the chair, sustained the position taken by Ald, 
Mann and held the Schendorf motion out 
of order. This stirred up Ald. Lawler. 
He appealed from the decision of the Chair 
and wanted to know on what authority the 
Chair based his decision. He said that under 
Rule 64 of the new rules the question as to 
whether the Council could undo the work of a 
preceding meeting was regulated, but that 
rule bad not been passed. 

Ald. Mann said when the report of the 
committee came before the Councilat the 
previous meeting he made the motion first 
that the entire rules be read, but that some of 
the gentlemen now opposing him insisted on 
the rules being read one at a time and, ucvless 
objected to, would be considered as adopted, 
He said the vote could be reconsidered by 
which any one rule was passed, but not for 
the entire set of rules, 

Mann and Lawler Have a Spat. 


“Can you state any authorities to bear you 
out on your point?’ asked Ald. Lawler. 

‘*It never has been my distinguished honor 
to serve in Congress, nor am | putting in my 
time attempting by demagogy to capture 
the votes of the laborers of this city,” re- 
torted Ald. Mann, while the galleries hissed, 

“T want to say this,’’ came back Ald, 
Lawler, ‘‘ that when Lam among gentlemen 
I will try to behave myself as u.gentieman, 
but I serve notice that, if there areany per- 
sonalities brought in here, I will make it hot 
for any one who uses them in this Council 
against me.”’ 

Ald. Vaeel just after Ald. Butler had 
called up the committee report, tried to get 
in a motion to suspend the rules under which 
the Council was acting, but was not recog- 
nized, This was evidently part of the pro- 
grum,as Ald. Noble, just after Lawier had 
made his remarks, made this statement: 
** The new rules have not been adopted; the 
rules under which we are working have been 


5-5 Re suspended—— 
** No! No! No!’’ shouted several Aldermen. 


Madden Tries to Untangle It, 


Ald. Madden attempted to untangle the 
situation. He said he was a member of the 
committee that reported the rules to the 
Council and was in favor of the passage of 
the new rules. 

**T am also in favor,”’ continued he, “ of 
giving a free and open expression of opinion as 
to whether these rulesought to be adopted 
by every member of the Council. I believe 
every member voted for every rule adapted. 
It is parliamentary usage the world over that. 
wherever a legislative or  delib- 
erative body adopts a measure 
at one meeting that body has 
the right to reconsider the vote by which it 
was adopted at the next meeting. The motion 
made by the gentleman from the Twenty- 
second Ward is a proper niotion. I never 
saw a point of order raised similar to the one 
just raised here, and I never saw such a rul- 
ing. Idiffer from the chair upon his ruling 
and hope he will allow the motion to be put 
before the house. It would be preposterous 
to assume thata body having the power to 
take a certain line of action that that same 
body would not have the power to reconsider 
its action. There isno question but it is 
proper for the Council to reconsider the vote 
by which the rules were passed.”’ 


Motion to Table Is Lost. 


Ald. Manu withdrew his point of order and 
Ald, O'Neill movedto table the motion of 
Schoendorf to reconsider, This was logt by 
a vote of 27 yeas to 35 nays, as follows:

1895, that the Commissioner of Public W 
hereby instructed to order the Lliinois Central 
railroad company to construct dn elevated iron 
foot bridge across its right of way, between the 
north line of Van Buren street and the south line 
of Congress street, at such point as agreed 
upon between the Commissioner and the fail- 
road company and of such design _and char- 
acter as the Commissioner of Public Works shall 
approve of. The manper in which. the city 
should deal with the claims asserted by the Il1li- 
nois Centra! railroad company upon what is 
called the Lake Front demands the most serious 
consideration, By the ordinance of Jane 7, 
1852, this company was authorized ina general 
way to maintain railway tracks, etc. from the 
north line of Randolph street to Twelfth street, 
subject to a number of conditions. Those which 
are important for present purposes are as fol- 
lows: 

First—That the company should maintain a 
fence along the western line of its ri¢ht of way 
sufficient to “prevent animals from straying 
upon or obstructing its tracks and secure persons 
and property from damages.’ 

Second—‘'That the company shall construct 
such suitable gates at proper places at the ends 
of streets which are now or may be hereefter 
laid out, as may be required by the Common 
Council, to afford safe access to the lake.”’ 

A requirement such as is contemplated by the 
order under consideration that the company 
should construct an elevated iron foot bridge 
across its right of way between the north line of 
Van Buren street and the south line of Congress 
street might possibly be construed as an accept- 
ance of such work asa discharge of the com- 
pany’s obligation to afford free access to 
the lake, as provided in the ordinance 
of 1852. But whether such action of 
the Council would ultimately and 
certainly have the effect to deprive the people of 
free access to the lake to which they are en- 
titled, itis an experiment that need not and 
therefore ought not be tried. Under color of an 
ordinance passed Sept. 15, 1890, grauting the 
temporary use of the Lake-Front to the World’s 
Columbian Exposition, that corporation by an 
agreement with the railroad company erected a 
bridge or viaduct over the tracks of the Lilinois 
Central railroad company at Van Buren street. 
This structure, which was obviously for the 
benefit of the railroad company, still remains 
pe although the time for its removal has ex- 
pired, 

The time has now come when the city should 
vigorously assert all the rights of its citizens te 
free access to the lake, and in: my judgment no 
partial or half-hearted measures shouid be em- 
pioyed to that end. As a condition precedent to 
any further dealings with the Lllinois Central 
railroad in respect to any use of the Lake-Front, 
it should bs required to take down the present 
bridge or viaduct on Van Buren street and pro- 
vide a convenient means of access to the lake 
by gates or otherwise opposite the 
end of each street, as provided by the 
ordinance of 1852. I venture to suggest that the 
whole subject of the relative rights of the public 
and the railway company upon the Lake-Front 
should be fully and carefully investigated under 
the authority of the Council, and I assure you 
that such measures as may be devised protecting 
the interests of all concerned will meet my ap- 
proval, but I do not feel justified without such 
investigation in approving measures of doubtful 
or uncertain public benefit, and which haveno 
necessary connection with any general well de- 
vised scheme for the protection of the interests 
of the public. GEO. B, SwIFt. 


Hepburn Criticises the Mayor, 


Ald. Hepburn moved that the vot2 by which 


the order passed be reconsidered, This pre- 
vailed and then Mr. Hepburn said: 

I want to say I am astonished at the lack of 
knowledge of the situation shown by the Mayor 
and the lack of knowledge of the status of 
affairs down there. The Mayor knows or he 
ought to know that the Van Buren street bridge 
was ordered down by this Council, and it shouid 
have been attended to and would have been at- 
tended to if the Council had attended to its du- 
ties. The Mayor knows, or he ought to know, 
that no streets run down to that right of way 
there. I don’t know where the Mayor's informa- 
tion comes from, butin view of getting at the 
matter 1 move it be sent to the Committge on 
Wharves and Public Grounds, 

The Council concurred. 

Controller Wethereil submitted an ordi- 
nance that an appropriation of $50,000 be 
made for the support of the Smallpox Hos- 
vital, the previous appropriation having been 
exhausted. The matter was referred to the 
Finance com mittee, 

Ald. Lawler introduced an ordinance that 
all mechanics and skilled and unskilled labor- 
ers employed by the several departimenta of 
the city government shall be permitted to 
stop work at 12 o'clock noon every Satur- 
day. It went to the Finance committee. 

Ald. Coughlin introduced an ordinance re- 
grading the speed of street cars operated by 
electricity. The ordinance provides for a 
peualty of not leas than $100 or more than 
$200 for any corporation operating such 
street cars at a higher rate of speed than ten 
miles an. hour. Keferred to the Committee 
on Railroads. 

For Another Street Railway. 


Ald, Best introduced an ordinance granting 
permission to the Chicago and Worth Street 
railroad company to operate a street railroad 
propelled by either cable power, electric, 
compressed air, or gas motor for a period of 
thirty years along the followmg right of way:

ty-third street from Central Park avenue to Hy- 
man avenue, in Hyman avenue from Seventy-first 
to Eighty-seventh, on Columbus avenue from 
Kedzie avenue to Central Park avente, in Eighty- 
third street from Central Park avenue to Craw- 
ford avenue, in Crawford avenue from Central 
Park avenue to Eighty-seventh, in Ninety-fifth 
street from Michigan avenue to Western. 

Referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South, 

To Solve the Lake-Front Question, 

Ald. Madden introduced this order, which 


was passed : 

Ordered that the Committee on Wharves and 
Public Grounds be and it is hereby requested to 
enter into negotiations with the Secretary, 
trustees, the Illinois Central railroad company, 
and the drainage contractors with a view to 
bringing about, if possible, a solution of the pro- 
posed Lake-Front Park question. 

Ald. Chapman called up the ordinance di- 
recting the Corporation Counsel to institute 
the necessary proceedings to zompel the 
North Chicago Street railroad company to 
extend its cable tracks in North Clark street 
to Diversey avenue, and it was passed on a 
vote of 60 to 1, -The Council also passed the 
ordinance of the West Chicago Street railroad 
company authorizing it to extend its trolley 
line on West Chicago avenue from Kedzie av- 
enue to the boulevard, an addition of three 
blocks, 

Ald, Coughlin introduced an order direct- 
ing the City Controller to report how much of 
the gross receipts have been paid into the 
City Treasury by the Chicago Economic Fuel 
Gas company according to the provisions of 
its ordinance of Dec. 22, 1890, 

Ald, Chapman introduced an order extend- 
ing the water mains in North Clark street 
from Devon avenue to Indian Boundary road, 
The order was passed. 

Ald, Chapman also introduced an order that 
the water mains be extended in Evanston 
avenue from Grand avenue to Greenleaf ave- 
nue, The order was passed.

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SHOT AT BY .A WOMAN 


MAN WHO LIKES TO FLIRT NEARLY 
‘LOBES HIS LIFE. | 


Aaron E. Perridé, Owner of a Furnishing 
Goods Store in the Lexington Hotel, An- 
noys Mrs. Wilson and the Latter Tries 
to Kill HimeHer Bullet Goes Wide of 
the Mark—West Side Saloonkeepers Ar- 
rested for Violating the Midnight Clos- 
ing Order—General Police News. 


Persistent flirtation on the part of a man 
who said to a TripuNE reporter he was Jumes 
Adams of the Lexington Hotel, but who gave 
his name to the police as Aaron E, Perrin, 
came near costing him his life last night. 
Mra. Ernest Wilson, who resented the man’s 
advances, fired a shot at him, but the bullet 
went wide of its mark and lodged in the 
floor. Mrs. Wilson is the wife of Ernest 
Wilson, proprietor of the Economy Bakery, 
No. 185 Twenty-second street, anda branch 
at State and Twenty-second streets. The 
Shooting occurred in the former place shortly 
before 11 o’clocks ‘ 

Mrs, Wilson is a handsome brunette, 22 
years old, and together with two women 
clerks has charge of the T wenty-second street 
store, while her husband attends to the busi- 
ness of his State street place. In speaking of 
the affair shortly after the shooting she said: 

“At9o'clock this man came in here and 
began to be offensive. He asked for ice 
cream, and said to give him four dishes, one 
for himself and the other three for me and 
the two clerks here. Then turning to one of 
the clerks he said: ‘Ain't she a pretty little 
thing?’ I told him we did not keep ice cream; 
if he wanted some he would have to go next 
door to the restaurant. But he still persisted 
in annoying me, and after I had threatened to 
send for my husband he still refused to leave 
the store. Then Il went to my room back of 
the store, got my revolver,and told him I 
would shoot him if he did not go. . He said he 
was not afraid of my revolver nor my husband. 
I sent one of ‘the clerks to get 
an officer. An officer came and 
put. the man out. 1 never saw him 
before in my life. The girls were pretty 
badty scared, and we were talking about the 
‘affair when the man came back again and be- 
gan to grin and make faces at me thruugh the 
window. 

‘*Then he came in and asked for 10 cents’ 
worth of rolls. I only had five cents’ worth 
and wrapped them up, and told him that was 
ail I had, but he kept on talking and said he 
would like to have 10 cents’ worth of that re- 
volver I had. All this time he crowded me in 
the rear part of the store and I[ rushed back in 
the room again and fired a shot at him. 

The shooting created considerable excite- 
mentinthe vicinity. A crowd collected in 
the street-and the police were obliged to lock 
the doors of the store until a patrol- wagon ar- 
rived, when Perrin was taken to the station 
and booked tor disorderly conduct. He 
was released on bail. Mrs. Wilson went to 
the station with her husband and was bailed 
out, 

Perrin refused to talk of the case, 

“This thing will be settled in the morn- 
ing all — he said. ‘I have plenty of in- 
aeons riends, and I will come out all 
right.”’

The 
news of the arrest spread quickly and cre- 
ated considerable comment among the hotel 
guests. 


MUST PAY THEIR FARE HEREAFTER, 


Policemen in Citizen’s Clothes No Longer 
Get Free Rides on the West Side. 


Policemen who travel in citizen’s clothes 
will probably have to pay their street car 
fare hereafter when they ride on West Side 
cars. There was dissatisfaction and some 
chagrin expressed at the Desplaines Street 
Station last night on account of this state 
of affairs. There was some speculation, too, 
as to what could have been the cause of it.

J. CLARK IS THROWN DOWN-STAIRS. 


Would-Be Guest of a Lodging-House Is 
Roughly Treated. 

James Clark, aged 40, went into the Iron- 
side lodging house at No. 134 West Madison 
street last night at o'clock. The office of 
the lodging house is on the second floor.

PRISON SENTENOES BY ARMY AND 
NAVY OOURTS-MARTIAL UPHELD. 


David B. Sayre Remanded to Custody by 
the United States Supreme Tribunal, 
Which Decides That Persons in the 
Service of the Army or Navy in Time 
of Peace Are Subject to Military Find. 
ings the Sime asin Time of War—Court 
Record, 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—Most interest- 
ing of the several cases decided by the Su- 
preme Court today was that of David B. 
Sayre, formerly a clerk to the paymaster at 
the Norfolk Navy-Yard, against Capt. M. L. 
Johnson of the navy. In November, 1894, 
Sayre was sentenced by court-martial to two 
years’ imprisonment in a naval prison for 
misappropriating $2,000 of government 
money. Sayre appealed to the United States 
Circuit Court of the Eastern District of Vir- 
ginia on the ground that his sentence was 
contrary to the constitutional provision that 
citizens shall not be deprived of liberty ex- 
cept by due process of law and upon a pre- 
sentment or indictment by a grand jury. 
Judge Hughes of the Circuit Court granted 
the writ of habeas corpus on the ground men- 
tioned, but the Supreme Court today re- 
versed his ruling. Judge Hughes has held 
that Sayre’s conviction could not be sus- 
tained by that clause of the Constitution 
excepting ‘“‘cases arising in the land or naval 
forces, or in the militia when in actual ser- 
vice in time of war or public danger,”’ be- 
cause the country was not then in war or 
danger. Justice Gray, who delivered the 
opinion of the Supreme Court, said the oppo- 
site construction always had been presumed, 
Those citizens in the army and navy were in 
the actual service of the United States at all 


-times, whether in war or peace, and the mil- 


itary and naval authorities had jurisdiction 
and custody of their persons. The principle 
involved in the case is considered of vital in- 
terest to officers of the army and navy. The 
power of courts-martial to imprison seldom 
had been questioned.

The answer sets up the issuance of the bonds, but 
denies the responsibility for their payment, be- 
cause the Farmers Loan and Trust company 
never had complied with the iaws of Illinois re- 

uiring trust companies to make a deposit of 

200.000 to secure its creditors in this State.

SALE OF THE WESTERN NEWS BUILDING. 


It Will Be Transformed Into a Music Hall 
and Office Structure. 

The Western News Company Building, 
Nos. 42, 44, and 46 Randolph street, has been 
sold by the Hamilton heirs in New York to 
J. V. Le Moyne of Chicago, the consideration 
being $210,000. This property has been un- 
der ‘negotiation for nearly a year, and it is 
purchased with a view of reconstructing it 
and changing it into a music hall and office 
building, which is to be run under the diréc- 
tion of W. L. Tomlins. The property ‘s on 
the south side of Randolph street, between 
Wabash avenue and State street, and lies 
directly east of and adjoining Holden place, 
which separates it from Central Music Hall. 

An appraisal was made of this property a 
short time ago in which a valuation was es- 
tablished of $3,000 a front foot for the 
26 feet adjoining Holden place and $2,300 a 
front foot for the east 52 feet. This made 
the value of the ground $199,000, it being es- 
timated at that time the building was worth 
$21,000, making the whole value of the prop- 
erty $220,000. The sale, however, was made 
$10,000 under this amount. The property 
has a frontage of 76 feet on Randolph street 
and a depth of 104 feet. W. A. Merigold & 
Co. negotiated the sale.

REPRESENTATIVE MILLER DEPENDS 
HIS MUQH-ABUSED BILL 


Declares if Its Opponents Will Make Pub- 
lic the Evidence Upon Which They 
Base Charges of Bribery and Corrup. 
tion He Will Fight the Measure and 
Ask the Governor to Veto ItePeckrell 
Says He Can and Will if Asked To 
Prove That Bribes Were Offered. 


Representative Miller authorizes the fol- 
lowing statement: “ The fury that the Ti mes- 
Herald has lashed itself into over the so- 
cajled * Miller bill’ is simply a tempest in a 
teapot. The editor of that paper says he 
would have no objection to the bill if it were 
amended soasto require the consent of a 
majority of the property-owners on each 
street instead of each block. . Tiis is a differ. 
ence between tweedledum and tweedledee. 
Ihave consulted with some of the beet posted 
men in the city in reference to such an 
amendinent, and find there is a decided im- 
pression that such an amendment would be 
in the interest of the gas trust, 

* Before this bill was passed in the House 
it was submitted to the editors of the prin- 
cipal dailies in Chicago, inciuding the editors 
of the Tribune, Inter-Ocean, and Times-Her- 


ined the bill, as I was informed at the time, 
and said it was an excellent measure and 
openly indorsed it. I am also informed the 
present editor af the Times-Herald, after the 
passage of the bill, examined it and prepared 
an editorial warmly indorsing it. The day 
after the bill was introduced in the House The 
Chicago Tribune in an editorial cailed atten- 
tion to the bill, expiained its provisions, pro- 
nounced it an oxcellent measure, and insisted 
the bill should be passed. When the bill was 
introduced the Times-Herald called attention 
to its introduction. published in brief the con- 
tents of the bill, and later indorsed it in an 
editorial. The Inter-Ocean, although tbe bill 
was personally examined by William Penn 
Nixon, said nothing whatever against the bill 
and gave no intimation it was nota proper 
and desirable piece of legislation. 

‘** During the weeks that the bill pended in 
the House, it not only had the editorial! in- 
dorsement of two of Chicago’s greatest 
dailies, but there was no word said by any 
paper in Chicago to indicate the bill was baa, 
It was looked upon by the members of the 
Legislature as a bill to prohibit boodling in 
the City Council, and following as it did the 
scenes that had been enacted in the ciosing 
days of Hopkins’ administration, when the 
press of Chicago was demanding some relief 
for the people, it received the support of the 
strongest and best men in the House. 

‘There is no doubt, if the bill becomes a 
law, it will be to the advantage of the present 
gas trust; but that does not affect the merits 
of the legislation. The proper way to deal 
with the present gas trustis directiy. The 
theory advanced vy ex-Mayor Hopkins that 
the proper way to injure the gas trust was to 
keep on passing new gas company tranchises 
is not my theory, nor the theory of the peo- 
ple. Ihave no apology to make for my in- 
troduction of the bill in the House, nor do I 
desire to shift any :esponsibility off my 
shoulders jn connection with the matter. 

** The Times-Herald has charged as a rea- 
son why.this bill should be vetoed: that a cor- 
rup‘ion fund of two or three hundred thou- 
sand dollars has been raised to pay for its 
passage, and that ifthe Governor signs the 
bill this money will be distributed among 
the meinbers of the Legislature. No breath 
of suspicion of that kind attached - to the bill 
while it was in the House or the Senate, and 
although the representatives of all the daily 
papers of Chicago were on the gréund from 
the time the bill was introduced until it 
passed, not one word was said by any of them 
to indicate these charges are true. As far as 
Iam concerned 1 know absolutely notbing 
about the charges, and I have taken the posi- 
tion, and so stated to the Governor, if he can 
find any evidence that a singie doliar of 
money was used to turther the passage of 
this bill I wished him to veto it. 

** While these charges are being made and 
the Governor is called upon to veto the bill 
because of them, it seems to me to be clearly 
the duty of the Times-Heraid to present to 
the Governor the evidence of bribery and.-cor- 
ruption on which it bases the charges that 
have been made, and I will do then what I 
told a reporter of that paper I would do if 
any evidence of that kind was presented—I 
will lend my assistance to defeat the bili, If 
the Times-Herald has any evidence of cor- 
ruption, let the people have it. Give me _ suf- 
ficient evidence and I will fight the measure. 
But I want to say further I have absolute 
faith in Speaker Meyer and do not wish in 
any way to criticise him for what has been 
done in this matter so far, but quite to the 
contrary.” 


PICKRELL PREPARED TO PROVE IT. 


Says Boodle Is Being Used to Prevent Pass- 
age of Express Bill. 


Anna, Ill., May 6.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—The fruit-growers in the Southern 
Illinois fruit belt are incensed at the reported 
attempt to kill the Pickrell express biil by 
the alleged use of boodle in tne Senate, 

Mr. Pickrell, who spent Sunday.at his home 
here, says he is prepared to back up his pub- 
lished statement ‘that bood!e is being used. to 
prevent: the passage of his bill.

HE THINKS CHICAGO “COUNTRIFIED.” 


Nellie Bly’s Husband Prefers Milwaukee as 
a Place of Kesidence. 

Washington, D. C., May 6.—[Special.]— 
Millionaire Seaman and his bride, formerly 
Nellie Bly, are among the guests at the Ar- 
lington, and after doing Washington for a 
few days it is their purpose to go to Fortress 
Monroe and Old Point Comfort; Va.

Strawberry Market Demoralized—Whisky 
Advances 2 Cents. 

The strawberry market was in a bad way. The 
arrivals were heavy at about 18 or 20 cars, and 
nearly all the stock was in such soft condition as 
to be hard to dispose of. The hot weather has 
played havoc with the berries. Prices were irreg- 
ular, in most cases being made by buyers, and at 
what they chose to give. Only here and there 
could lots be found suitable for reshipment. Most 
of the berries came from Louisiana, Mississippi, 
and Tennessee, but there was a fair run also from 
Southern Lllinois. The bulk of the medium stocn 
was taken by canners. Berries that could stand 
stemming solid from 750 to $1.00 per 24- =at case up 
to $1.25@1.50, with occasional saies at $1.75@ 2.0". 
Choice Aransas cases went at $2.2542.50. Soft 
berries sold at 25@5Uc per 24-pt cases in many in- 
stances. Outside of the peddling trade the soft 
berries were slow of sale at any price. The supply 
of pineapples is unusually large and low prices are 
in order.

Bonds of the Northwestern Elevated ralil- 
road company are now to be issued. The 
Columbian Construction company, which is 
the company building the Northwestern 
company, has sent out circulars to stock- 
holders of the construction company offering 

2,000,000 of Northwestern Elevated bonds. 
The bonds are to be placed at 90, with a stock 
bonus, The work which has been done so 
far on the Northwestern Blevated has been 
carried on with funds realized from the sub- 
scriptions to the stock of the construction 
company. Now that the real work of con- 
struction is at hand, a large amount of 
money will be necessary, and $1,800,000 in 
cash is to be raised from this issue of bonds. 

It can be said on official] authority that the 
New York Biscuit company is now earning 
a little over 6 per cent on its capital stock. 
The company is in a position to do consider- 
ably better than that during the rest of the 
year. The managers have taken advantage 
of the low prices of raw material and laid in 
big stocks in advance of the rise in quota- 
tions. The company has on hand enough 
sugar to last a year, from three to four 
months’ stock of flour, and nearly a year’s

There was not an overflowing audience at 

the Columbia last night, but there was a 
fashionable and attentive one, which, if it 
‘missed many of the nvances in Sardou’s 
‘**Mme Sans-Géne,”’ certainly appreciated 
all the pictorial effects of the entertainment. 
The Napoleonic drama was given without 
gorgeousness of any kind, but it was pre- 
sented with a regard to. castume and environ- 
ment which was really an object lesson in 
history. The mistake of lay.ng emphasis was 
laid, not on the star, the costumes, nwr the 
scenery. The interest’ of the moderately 
large audience was principally fixed on the 
actress, who, however, never committed the 
fault of obtruding herapif to the eclipse of 
matters and persons of importance in the 
play. 

The main idea is toshow a woman of the 
people in the Napoleonic times who is raised 
tosocial dignity, and whose goodnéss of heart 
keeps her trom ,being entirely ridiculous, 
though brought in collision with the aristoc- 
racy of France and her own Emperor. The 
effects uf contrast obtained are, of course, 
more vividtoa Frenchman -than to Amer. 
icans, to whom social . eruptions are 
not surprising; but Americans can 
applaud as warmly as Mme. Réjane’s coun- 
trymen the goodness of heart which she 
makes the basis of her winning qualities. In 
ww prologue the actress plays the partof a 
laundress; and in the firstiact she is seen in 
the sudden glory of her First. Empire robes. 
Her by-play, especially in’ the handling of her 
train. may seem extravagant; though the 
humor can hardly be said to pali upon the 
spectator. 

The most interesting act of course is that in 
the Emperor’s library, when the ex-washer- 
woman and Emperor ate brought face to 
face. Their interview isa long one, but is 
most interesting. Here, as in earlier portions 
of the r6le, Mme. Rejane sever permits exu- 

_berance of bad taste to obtrude on the comi- 
catity of her impersonation. She is always 
perfectly natural, and naturalness may be 
said to be the characteristic of her work. 
Though Mme, Sans-Géne jis supposed to be 
a vulgar woman, the triumph of Mime. Re- 
jane’s impersonation is that she never inflicts 
on the spectator the unpleasantness of vul- 


. garity. She is always at her ease; she never 


permits herself a jarring) extravagance, and 
she retains at once the sympathy of the audi- 
ence and the affections of) her husband. The

1890,in “A Scrap 
of Paper.’’ Their repertory during

MES. KENDAL. has included a long 


list of melodramas, principally the 
lays of the St. James’ Theater, 
ondon, which they managed ten 
‘ears in partnership with John 
fare, Their most notable produc- 
tion in this country was Pinero’s 
“The Second Mrs. Tanqueray.’ 
Mrs. Kendal was known before her 
marriage as Madge Robertson, om 
Robertson, the English playwright, we xewpaL. 
being her brother. Her first ap- 

earance on the stage was at the Bristo] Theater, 

ondon, at the age of three years. Whatever 
distinction Mr. Kendal enjoys has been won as 
the leading support of her company.

It is customary to exempt from critical re- 
proof the conspicuous shortcomings of Bok- 
er’s * Francesca da Rimini,” partly because 
the drama stands for its type in the field of 
poetic tragedy of native origin—a field still 
in its infancy—and partly because its leading 
character of Lanciotto, the Hunchback, was 
created and successfully played by the late 
Lawrence Barrett, who considered it one of 
the strongest parts in his repertory. But 
technical skill in play writing has advanced 
so far since Boker’s time that it is doubtful if 
even Burrett’s genius or the strong culminative 
interest of the story will insure its acceptance 
before audiences of the present day. Mr. 
¥rederick Warde and Mr. Louis James _ re- 
vived the tragedy at the Schiller Theater Sun- 
day evening. Partly on account of defects 
which belong to the play and partly on ac- 
court of faults in the acting, for which they 
are responsible, it was only half successful, 
not withstanding it showed dignified purpose at- 
tended with lavishness of scenic investure 
quite out of the ordinary. 

The story of Francesca’s unwilling mar- 
riage to the repulsive warrior, Lanciotto, and 
her unhallowed love for Paolo, his Apollo- 
like brother sent to Ravenna to woo her by 
proxy, lends itself readily to vivid dramatic 
treatment. The fourfold tragedy with 
which it ends is the inevitable resuit of the 
clash of extreme natures. Lanciotto 
is an Othello, but with greater 
justification «for the havoc he _ creates, 
and the murders and self-murders are as 
awful as the tragedies of ‘*Romeo and 
Juliet.”” “But the entire story lacks the im- 
portant quality of sympathy, without which 
interest cah be only partly sustained, and the 
directness with which the development of the 
plot is carried omits entirely the contrasting 
elements of joyousness and sentiment, which 
might perform the doubie purpose of reliev- 
ing the play of its tediousness and accentuat- 
ing the tragedy. * Francesca da Rimini”’ has 
color, but it is almost totally lacking in 
variety of incident and mood, 

Boker required six acts to tell the story of 
the play, and the arrangement is retained 
in the Warde-James revival at the Schiller. It 
is demanding a great deal of an audience to 
ask ittosittwo hoursanda half under the 
spell of tragic calamity; to lengthen the time 
to exceed three hours is to court the danger 
of exhausting its patience. The foregoing is 
all the more true in the case of Boker’s play, 
since many of the scenes, while not irrelevant, 
are unnecessary and retard rather than aid 
the action. The blue pencil of a greater 
master of technic might remove one-fourth 
of the details of the first two acts 
which are laid in the gardens of the palaces 
of Riminiand Ravenna without detriment to 
the development of the action which reveals 
the author’s poetic inspiration. Ample op- 
portunity would be left the audience to ad- 
mire the scenic beauty of the settings. The 
third act is compact, and here the real inter- 
est of the tragedy begins. The preliminary 
setting in the cathedral scene might be 
entirely put aside. The interior of the cathe- 
dral is a getting of rare beauty, but Lan- 
ciotto’s denunciation of his brother and hie 
bride, which is the main incident, is out of 
place. The remaining two acts,.. showing 
Lanciotto’s cainp-and Francesca’s boudoir, 
are compact and highly effective. 

The acting in the piay reveals a high pur- 
pose which is to be respected, particularly 
since Mr. Warde and Mr. Jaines are about the 
only two exponents of the legitimate drama 
left who have the courage to meet such an 
undertaking. Both, however, are essentially 
melodramatic actors and are not tempera- 
mentally fitted for poetic tragedy. From the 
first overelaboration and wneatrical vehe- 
mence marred their work. Mr. Warde’s con- 
ception of the ré.e of Lanciotto is dignified 
and correct. When he aims to be intense, 
however, he straightway forfeits the repose 
which belongs to Lanciotto’s nature and 
drifta into taeatrical explosiveness. The fault 
was distressingly apparentin the denunciation 
scene with Francesco and the murder scene 
with Pepe, the jester. Mr. James piayed the 
partof the jesterin the Barrett production 
and consequently was on familiar ground. 
He interprets the rOle. heavily and commits 
the error of suggesting studied vindictiveness, 
Miss Edythe Chapman made a rather mature 
although generally acceptable Francesca, 
leaving out of consideration her tendencies 
to pose. As Count Paolo, the lover, Mr. Guy 
Lindsley gave a*satisfactory performance. 
The others in the cast fulfilied the require- 
ments. The engagement is for two weeks 
anc will conclude tne Warde-James starring 
partnership. 

Frederick Warde and Louis James are about 
the only actors of prominence in this country

ILLINOIS STEEL WORKS MAY CLOSE. 


Switchmen and Firemen Threaten to Quit 
~Big Strike On at Bellaire, O, 

The Illinois Steel company in this city may 
be closed down this week if the wage question 
is not settled. A week ago 100 yardmen 
asked for a raise froin $1 to $1.25 per day. 
The company offered a raise of ten cents per 
day, but the men refused to accept and quit, 
The company offering a raise to the yardmen 
led the other departments to ask for conces- 
sions and. today about eighteen switchmen “ 
and sixty firemen asked fora raise from $1.50 
to $2. This the company refused, but a 
meeting will be held in a day or two. and the 
labor scale settled for the ensuing year. 
Should the switchmen and firemen quit it 
would compel the mill toclose and throw 
1,500 men out of work. The officials say 
the company is willing to make a small raise 
in several of the departments and the matter 
may be settled tomorrow, 

Pocahotas, Va., May 6.—About 400 soldier 
have arrived under command of Col. W. E. 
Simons of Richmond, Va. The train moved 
from Graham at 2:30 x. m. The town is 
quiet and orderly. The miners heid a big 
meeting about one mile east of this place 
and perfected their organization. Order and 
peace were counseled, and there is no imme- 
diate use of troops. 

Wheeling, W. Va.. May 6.—It is now be- 
lieved that there will be no need of State 
troops in the Norfolk and Western coal strike. 
Although the entire National Guard has been 
under orders for two days no alarming re- 
ports have been received from Elkhorn. This 
morning United States Marshal Garden re- 
ceived word from Deputy Harmon, who is on 
the ground, that all is serene and that no out- 
break is apprehended: 

Richmond, Va., May 6.—[Special.|—It is 
prebable that the strike of the coal miners 
will resuJt in complications between Virginia 
and West Virginia. Gov. MacCorkle of the 
latter State has given the Virginia authorities 
to understand that he expects the soldiers of 
this State to confine their operations to Vir- 
ginta. Gov. Q’Ferrall tonight declined to 
discuss the situation or the possible result. of 
it, but his views on che subject are well 
known. It is quite certain that if necessary 
the Virginia military wiil enter West Vir- 
ginia. 

Beilaire, O., May 6.—Today all the miners 
who were working on the 60O-cent basis and 
those on the codperative plan were notified 
to lay down their tools and go out. Tonight 
will find 3,500 miners in Belmont county 
and 4,000 in Harrison, Jefferson, and Cuern- 
sey, making a total of 7,500, idle. This will 
necessitate for want of coal the closing down 
of all the iron manufactories, and other busi- 
ness will be paralyzed in Eastern Ohio. No 
trouble is anticipated. 

Providence, R. 1., May 6.—The Olneyville 
strike has become general, and now involves 
8,000 men, 


Situation at: Sheboygan. 

Sheboygan, Wis., May 6.—{Special.]—The 
strike situation is more serious than at any time 
during the strike. The strikers have decided to 
close every factory in the city except one and en 
deavor to keep them closed until the demands of 
the dissatisfied men are granted. The'men out 
today were practically forced out by strikers. No 
violence was used, but by threats and insinua- 
tions they intimidated the men and the latter 
deemed it best to quit. Mayor Born has arranged 
a conference with a committee of the strikers 
and manufacturers to take placo Wednesday 
morning, when a settlemeat may be made. 


Eight Hundred Men Strike at Pittsburg, Kas 

Pittsburg. Kas., May 6.—The workmen at the 
Cherokee Zinc Company’s Works in this city, 
250 in number, have banked the fires and walked 
out as per agreement. The men at the Lanyon 
factories also walked out at the same time. The 
trouble arose over the refusal of the owners to 
restore the workmen their old wages, which were 
cut about three months ago. Eight hundred 
men are affected.

That is 
as muchas toclaim that these nations now 
could maintain the parity with free coinage at 
16 to 1, and the author falsely represents Mr. 
Gage as admitting that the claimed steadiness 
of “ only two points variation ’’ (in reality 
about 15 per cent) ‘* has-been due to the en- 
larged use of these two metals as money 
under a free coinage law adopted by the prin- 
cipal nations of the world.”” The ** mints of 
the world ” have thus dwindled to *‘ the prin- 
cipal nations’; but even this is not enough, 
for on page 38 Mr. Gage is ipoely reported 
to have agreed with ** Coin’”’ * that the com- 
mercial value of silver and gold can be main- 
tained at par on a fixed ratio of 1544 tol or 
16 to 1,1f their free coinage is provided for 
by the same nations that had such a law in 
1873.”

BRYAN ON FREE COINAGE. 
The free siiverite Bryan undertook to de- 
fine free coinage in his speech at Saturday’s 


convention. Said he: 

Now, what is free coinage? Why, people talk 
as if free coinage was a process by which the 
government would buy silver at a certain price. 
It isnot. We havé the free coinage of gold now. 
That simply means that if you have a piece of 
gold bullion you can take it to the mint and 
have it converted into goid coin and the go.d 
dollars will be handed back to you. Now. what 
we mean by free coinage is to give silyer the 
same rights you give to gold. If a man has 
silver bullion let him‘take it to the mint, have it 
converted ixto coin, and let him take his silver 
dollars back with him. That is what free coin- 
age means. 

This is not definite enough. The free coin- 


age of gold as conducted now is well under- 


_stood. A man who has gold bullion takes it 


to the mint and for every 23 1-5 grains he is 
handed back a gold dollar which has in every 
part of the world the purchasing power the 
23 1-5 grains have. He has lost nothing by 
the traneformation of his gold and he has 
gained nothing by it, except in convenience 
of use. 

But Bryan does not state what kind of sil- 
ver dollars a ian is to get for nis silver 
bullion. He does not say whether they are to 
be given him on a basis of value or of 
weight. He does not say whether each dollar 
is to contain 100 cents’ worth of silver or is 
to contain a given number of grains regard- 
less of the intrinsic value of each grain. 

If he had told the whole truth he would 
have said that he wants the owner of silver 
bullion ‘to be given the right to demand a 
legmi tender dollar with the full debt-paying 
me ofadoliar in return for every 3714 
grains of silver he takes to the mint. In that 
event he would be given a coin with 100 cents’ 
debt-paying power in exchange for 50 cents’ 
worth of silver. He would hand in half a dol- 
lar and get back a dol:ar, But while that 
dollar would have a full debt-paying power it 
would not have full purchasing power. No 
merchant would give more than 50 cents’ 
worth of goods for it, 

Then the currency would cease to be bi- 
metallic. For bimetallism exists, as the Dem- 
ocratic national platform of 1892 says, when 
**the dollar unit of coinage of both metals is 
of equal intrinsic and exchangeable vaiue.”’ 
So while Bryan calls himself a Democrat and 
a bimetallist he is neither the one nor the 
other. He is a Populist and a silver mono- 
metallist. He is sailing under false colors. 
He is trying to infect the Democrats of Illi- 
nois with the heresies of Nebraska. 

If Bryan were as honest as he is bad he 
would have completed his speech thus: “ By 
free coinage I mean the right of a man to 
take 37144 grains of silver to the mint and 
be given therefor a dollar with which he can 
pay off- 100 cents of indebtedness. This is 
in the interest of debtors, you will'see, Who- 
ever has $500 worth of silver bullion can 
pay off a $1,000 debt with it. He cannot 
pay off that debt with $500 worth of any- 
thing at present—neither gold, nor goods, nor 
any kind of produce, By giving this special 
debt-paying power to silver you make it 
possible to wipe out half the indebtedness of 
the country. 

“You ask me if this would be honest. I 


mitted it would be legal. And most men, I 
fancy, are of the opinion that whatever is la w- 
ful is honest.

THE STRIKES OF 1895. 

A year ago there were strikes every where, 
In every instance they were because manu- 
facturers were seeking to reduce wages. The 
latter, still suffering from the effects of a 
financial panic, were endeavoring to adjust 
themselves in advance to the conditions the 
ew tariff bill then being copsidered by Con- 
gress would bring with it. They knew they 
were to be subjected to sharper competition 
and there was but one way to meet it, That 
was by a lowering of wages, © 

The employés fought those reductions, but 
in vain. At that time they did not under- 
stand the necessity of them. They became 
wiser later in the year and showed by the 
majorities they gave Republican candidates 
in November they had discovered that 
Democratic policies and not the greed or 
arbitrariness of employers had been the 
cause of the cit in their wages. 

After the election came the meeting of Con- 
gress and the attempt of President Cleveland 
to secure from it legislation to assistin main- 
taining the parity of the gold and sifver cur- 
rency and the financial credit of the United 
States. He failed in that and had to attend 
to it without Congressional aid. He suc- 
ceeded therein. ‘The measures adopted by 
him put an end to the drain of gold which was 
causing such general alarin among all but the 
free silverites, 

When weeks went by and it became evident 
that the country would not be allowed to drop 
toa silver basis, then employers became tmore 
confident anda spirit of hope began to in- 
spite the whole business world. Then the 
tide began to turn. There wasa better de- 
mand for goods. Manufacturers began em- 
ploying more men. Mills which had been 
closed began to be reopened and at the same 


a 


time wages commenced advancing. The men 


engaged in cotton spinning in Massachusetts 
and in making coke in Pennsylvania had an 
unasked-for raise of wages. The same thing 
happened in other businesses in other States, 
Prices of cotton cloths, of pig-iron, and other 
articles have gone up slightly. 

The workingmen have noticed this change 

for the better and are preparing to take ad- 
vantage of it. Where the employer is not in- 
creasing the wages of his own accord they 
are asking him fora little more. In séme 
cases they geta partof what they demand 
and are satisfied. In some cases they get 
nothing and then they strike. So that the dif- 
ference between the strikes of 1804 and 1895 
is that the former were against lower wages 
and the latter are for higher wages. That is 
an indication of a better state of things. 
About the only exception to this is in the coal- 
mining business, where the conditions are pe- 
culiar. 
_If business continues to: improve most of 
the men who are striking now will get at least 
a partof what they are demanding, except 
perhaps in some instances where it is impos- 
sible to pay more. Of course a return to the 
high wages of the flush times of 1892 is not 
to be expected, but a portion of what has 
been iost during the last three years will be 
regained, unless the workingmen themselves 
make it impossible. 

If they choose they can cut their own throats 
They did it in 1892 
by making war on protection.. They can do it 
in 1896 by making war on the currency. 
They fell into one pit by voting for free trade, 
They can plunge themselves intoa much deeper 
one by voting for free silver. If they take up 
with that accursed folly they will pull down 
all that has been built up laboriously during 
the last few weeks, and will put themselves 
back where they were when the financial 
panic was at its worst.. There will be more 
men without food or shelter than there were 
in the winter of 1893-'94, anda the Coxey- 
Keliy armies will reappear on a grander 
scale. 

If it were to become apparent that the free 
silverites were going to win the business- 
men would call a halt and industry would be 
checked. There would be less employment. 
That is not what Chicago workingmen want, 
but the road Hopkins and his allies are ask- 
ing them to follow leads there and nowhere 
else, Free silver means low wages or no 
wages..

NO RACE ‘TRACK FAVORITES, 

The gamblers, as usual, when any attempt 
is made to enforce the law against pool-sell- 
ing, cry out that the demand for the enforce- 
ment of that law is an attempt, as they put 
it, “*to play favorites,”’ and that the Wash- 
ington Park club and other similar organiza- 
tions are to be the beneficiaries. This is bosh. 
No one asks the Civic Federation to suspend 
the law for the bonefit of the Washington 
Park club or to pass the Aspinwall bili for 
such a purpose or for any purpose. There is 
no favoritism in the business. It may besaid 
for the Washington Park club that it has 
abandoned running races and will have a 
week’s trotting meeting, but even under these 
circumstances if it violates the law then the 
law should be vigorously enforced. There is 
to be no heiping one set of race tracks at the 
expense of another, or punishing one set of 
pool-sellers and letting another set off. There 
is to be no backing up of aristocrats. There 
must be the same legislation for all, and there 
will be. In regard to Roby the responsibility 
rests with the Indiana authorities, not with 
this county. If there are any persons in Chi- 
cago who want to go across the line and get 
fleeced out of their money there is no way 
under the laws of Illinois tostop them. All 
that can be done here is to execute the laws 
alike upon all wio are within their jurisdic. 
tion and who violate them. And this will be 
done without discrimination or favoritism.

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JAPAN YIELDS. 

Another international dispute has been set- 
tled following closely upcn that between En- 
giand and Nicaragua, The Japanese Minis- 
ters at Paris, Berlin, and St. Petersburg have 
notified the respective governinents to which 
they are accredited that Japan has accepted 
the friendly advice of these three powers and 
renounced its claim to the Liao Peninsula, 
including Port Arthur and Feng-Tien. By 
this renunciation Japan avoids all danger of 
conflict with Russia and her territorial acqui- 
sition is limitea to Formosa. At last ac- 
counts the Chinese had been seriously en- 
gaged in stirring up the Biack Flags in that 
island to resistance of the Japanese when they 
attempt to take possession. This will be a 
matter of little consequence to the plucky 
Japs, however. As no objection has been of- 
fered to their permanent occupation of For. 
mosa by any of the Western powers there is 
no danger in that direction. Meanwhile if 
the Black Flags offer any resistance the Japs 
will make short work of them. Wednesday 
are expected to be 
exchanged, Li Hung Chang _repre- 
senting China, though another dispatch 

curiously enough says that the great Chinese 
statesinan has again been degraded. The 
settlement made by the Japanese is a wise 
one.

The future 
outcome will be for the benefit of China as 
wellas of Japan. Under the terms of the 
treaty it opens up the ports and the interior of 
that vast empire to the trade and industries 
of the world, and Western civilization will 
follow in their wake. : 

COMPARATIVE PRICES OF FARM PRODUCE 

The decline in exvort prices of wheat and 
cotton since 1873 is cited by Coin’s Financial 
Fool as a supposed proof thatthe gold unit 
of currency values has appreciated vastly 
since the ‘terrible crime of 1873” was com- 
mitted. In other words, he makes it out that 
the crime consists in keeping up the price 
and buying power of the silver dollar to equal. 
ity with the gold dollar. He holds that if it 
had not been for the ‘‘crimne”’ the prices of 
wheat and cotton, as measured in silver, would 
have been nearly double of the present 
prices as stated in terms of thegold unit, and 
his followers echo the claim. But if it be 
true that the lower prices for wheat and cot- 
ton are solely due to the.“ crime of 1873” 
why is it that the same effect has not 
been witnessed in the market prices for corn, 
oats, and hogs? The Tripunge of April 2 
com pared the prices of those articles for 1873 
and 1885 with those of last year and the pres- 
ent, and showed that the prics movement 
has been the other way. To the farmer corn, 
oats, and hogs are fully as important as are 
wheat in the North and cotton in the South. 
They are articles of universal consumption, 
raised in about every State of the Union, and 
the corn and oats are eaten by animals, as 
well as made the basis of food for human 
beings. 

A mvore comprehensive table of prices for 
corn, oats, and pork, the latter being the 
product of the hog, hus been prepared show- 
ing the export prices for each year from 
1871 to 1894, inclusive, all reduced to the 
gold basis for the years previous to specie 
resumption. It is as follows, the right hand 
column giving the Reine of silver per ounce:

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- The prices of recent years well bear com- 
parison with those of the year when was com- 
mitted the *‘ terrible crime’”’ which is so bit- 
terly denounced by Coin’s Financial Fool. 
But the most singular point brought out by 
the table is that for 1894, as compared with 
1873, corn is nearly 10 per cent higher, oats 
0.1 cent higher, and pork substantially the 
same, though all old menin the trade know 
there haz been a great reduction in the con- 
tents of the pork barre! in the last twenty-two 
years. Notwithstanding the * crime of 1873,”’ 
the fact of restoring the coinage of the silver 
dollar in 1878, the greenback excitement be- 
tween those years, the passing from irredeem- 
able money to gold payments, and the panic 
of 1893, with the continuance of its depress- 
ing effects into 1894, the price of corn, stated 
in terms of gold, has averaged higher since 
resumption than before, and is 10 per cent 
higher than in 1873, while the value of the 
average corn crop is double that of the aver- 

aye wheat crop of the United States. Allow- 
ing for the difference in weight of green pork 
packed into the barrel, pork was 5 per cent 
higher in 1894 than in 1873, and oats were 
about the same in the two years, while silver 
fell 50 per cent. ‘ This comparison complete- 
ly knocks on the head the ‘*‘Coin”’ rubbishy 
talk about the * fall in prices’ being due to 
the decline in silver. Of couree some other 
articles have declined in price, but in each case 
some other cause than the one he holds out 
for it must be assigned. 

The price of corn has depended mostly 
upon our own market demand. Only a small 
proportion of our crop goes abroad, and that 
little has met with but a light competition 
from other countries, as Hungary and Argen- 
tina. Hence prices have moved up and down 
with variations in the real‘or supposed mag- 
nitude of the crop, that is with changes in the 
rate of supply to the demand for domestic 
consumption. Much the same may be said 
for cats, nearly all that we raise being con- 
sumed at home. As for hog products, they 
also have varied in price largely with the 
magnitude of supply, and we export more of 
our gurplus than in the case of corn or oats, 
when prices are low, but normally there has 
not been much foreign competition with our 
hdg product abroad, the important fact being 
that the British peopie are obliged to buy but 
moderately when prices are high. 

In the case of wheat the American farmer 
has had to sell in competition with the prod- 
uct of Russia, India, Australia, and in recent 
years of large offerings from Argentina, To 
sell on a silver basis certainly would not have 
helped his case as against Argentina, which 
has had a badly depreciated paper currency 
for several yeara, and in reality it could not 
have helped as against others unless the 
wages of our farm iabor cotld have been 
kept down to about the same number of de- 
preciated dollars as of full worth dollars, 
which would not have been pleasant for the 
rural wage-toiler. It is important, too, to 
remember that prices away from the farm con- 
tain the element of transportation, the cost 
of which has been enormously reduced since 
the alleged “crime” was committed, Be- 
cause of this the farmer can receive more for 
his praguce while the consumer in the city 
pays less per unit of quantity than before. 
Also it costs the farmer less per unit of area. 
or of quantity than it did in 1873 to raise 
his crops. He now avails himself of labor- 
saving machinery to a far greater extent than 
then, and farm machinery costs but about 
halfas much as was exacted for a much 
poorer article in 1873. 

Why did * Coin” slur over the important 
products, corn, oats, and pork, and pick out 
for the basis‘of his atleged argument only 
wheat and cotton, which notoriously have 
been depressed by large production at home, 
severe competition from abroad, and a result- 
ing plethora of supply as compared with de- 
mand? And why did he so villainously mis- 
represent the facts in regard to wheat as to 
claim that it has declined 50 per cent when 
it is only about 25 per cent lower than at the 
times taken for comparison? And why did 
he not inform the readers of his misleading 
pamphlet that the same causes would have 
operated to depress the prices of wheat and 
cotten whether the American producer had 
teen paid in 100-cent dollars or on the Mexi- 
can basis of dollars worth only half the full

HEBER NEWTON FURTHER EXPLAINS. 

The Rev. Dr. Heber Newton of the Church 
of All Souls, New York, has made a further 
statement ofhis views on the resurrection, 
with the resuit that he is deeper in the theo. 
logical mire than ever. He assumes that the 
life to come cannot be u bodiless existence. 
The risen boly cannot be a wholly new body 
because the continuity of life would be 
broken, To get over this difficulty he further 
assumes that there is a spiritual body within 
the physical body. At death the outer fleshly 
body falls away and the spiritual body is 
freed for the new life. It may draw around 
itself from the body which it leaves, or from 


the spiritual elements in the encompassing 


ether the elements of a new and finer ma- 
terial body, ‘or in ways in which we cannot 
even dream of the mystery of being clothed 
upon may accomplish itself,’’ 

This is an expianation which does not ex- 
plain. So long as the spiritual body of which 
he speaks takes on any particle of this fleshly 
body, which is a combination of chemical 
substances, and leaves behind the rest of the 
gaseous and fluid com position the situation 
becomes more difficult to believe than the 
one he rejects. It literally throws no light 
It is 
pure assumption, and the assumption is so 
heavy it sinks him deeper into the mire than 
ever, There is no basis for his claim in 
piysics, in science, in theology, or in the 
scriptures. Without irreverence to the cloth, 
it is stuff, ’ 

Tue TRIBUNE would advise Dr. Newton, as 
it has done before, that nothing can be gained 
by mere speculation where there is no proof 
or probability and, to the rational mind, no 
possibility of proving the speculation. Dr. 
Newton has madea statement without knowl- 
edge. He sets forth as truth what cannot be 
known. Then what he has uttered must be 
left to the alternative of rejection or belief, 
and those who believe wili be few. One side, 
which believes in the scriptures, will reject it 
as a gross delusion. The agnostics wi!l not 
accept it, as it cannot be establighed by rea- 
son. Probably Dr. Newton will be the only 
believer. It would have been simpler and 
better for a man professing to be an orthodox 
Christ ian to take the story as it is told in the 
scriptures and to believe it rather than to run 
off after a will-o’-the-wisp, His chase eventu- 
ally will lead him out of the church, as the 
denomination to which he belongs is not 
given to indulgence in wild speculaton. His 
theory wiil not be accepted by churchmen, 
while scientists will reject it as absurd, 
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PAYING ‘FOR THE SLAVES OF REBELS. 

Tue Txisune prints in another column an 
article from the Philadelphia Times written 
to controvert the statement made by Mr. 
Henry Watterson that early in 1865 Mr. Lin- 
coln proposed at the Hampton Roads confer- 
ence, where the Confederates were represent- 
ed by Messrs. Stephens, Hunter, and Camp- 
bell, to pay $400,000,000 to the South as 
compensation for emancipated slaves if the 
South would lay down its arms. 

The Jimes says Mr. Lincoln made no such 
proposition and so stated to the writer of the 
article—Col. McClure—but that Mr. Lincoln 
did show the latter in August, 1864, a writ- 
ten proposition to pay 400 millons to the 
South as compensation for slaves if the war 
could be ended and the Union fully restored 
on that basis, Mr. Lincoln did not make that 
proposition public, says Col, McClure, be. 
cause it would have defeated his election. 

There is another and a better reason, which 
is not stated. It is that neither Congress nor 
the people of the North would have agreed to 
such a proposition in 1864 or 1865, nor 
would the rebels have accepted it in 1864 or 
1865, or at an earlier day, for to the end they 
refused peace except on the basis of the ac- 
knowledgment of the Confederacy. There 
was @ time when the North might have con- 
sented. After the defeats suffered while Mc- 
Clellan was in command it would have paid 
400 millions—large as the sum would have 
seemed—to end the war and restore the Union. 
It would have paid for the rebels’ slaves, as it 
paid for those in the District of Columbia. 
But after the emancipation proclamation the 
North would have felt in no mood for any- 
thing of the kind. Least of all would it have 
left like doing so after Gettysburg and Vicks- 
burg, when it was evident that the rebels were 
being driven to the wall. 

Mr. Lincoln was always in favor of getting 
rid of slavery by paying for the slaves, He 
tried, but in vain, to get the slave-owners of 
the border States to consent. But Mr. Lin- 
coln knew perfectly well in 1864 and 1865 
what the temper of the people was, and of 
course he did not make public a suggestion 
which both sides would have rejected indig- 
nantly. The South was fighting for slavery, 
not to get compensation for slaves. The 
North, after having poured out blood and 
treasure for several years, was not in a mood 
to give anything to the rebels except shot and 
shell, 

So, while Col. McClure’s article is an in- 
teresting one, it omits one vital point, which 
is that the situation would not have been al- 
tered io the least had this 400 million propo- 
sition been made either before oratter 1864, 
The war would have been fought out to a 
finishanyway. _ 


WHAT THE SILVER MINERS SHOULD DO. 

Senator Stephen B. Elkins, who is now in 
Leadville, says in speaking of the silver 
question: 

Colorado has more to say in settling this mat- 
ter than any other State and it should exercise 
the right of its prerogative, as it is one of the 
largest producers of silver and one of the most 
influential of the white metal Commonwedlths. 
If Colorado will but point out the way i think 
we can get through it. Ido not pretend to say 
what the compromise should be, but that it 
would be mach better for the silver men to give 
something even if the silver men should have 
control of the convention. Would it not be good 
policy to concede something to the gojd men and 
thus hoid their support rather than to refuse 
them anything and lose their support? 

Colorado can point out the way if she 
pleases. It is very simple. It is to put 100 
cents’ worth of silver in a silver dollar. Agree 
to that and the whole dispute is ended. That 
is what the Fathers of the Republic tried to 
do. They made gold the basis and then en- 
deavored to put as much silver in their silver 
dollars as 100 cents in gold would buy. That 
is what Hamilton and Washington sought to 
do. It is what Jackson tried to do over forty 
years later. It is subsetantially what Secre- 
tary Windom tried to get Congress to do five 
years ago, but the free silverites would not 
listen to hin, 

If the Coloradoans will come out in favor 
of dollara of equal.intrinsic value there will 
be no furthertrouble. Senator Elkins should 
tell them so. He should say to them: ‘It 
is not honest to put 50 cents’ worth of bull. | 
ion in one dollar and 100 cents’ worth fh" ati- 
other. It will not injure the gold producers 
of the State, for their gold bullion will be 
worth just as much as ever. The siiver. pro- 
ducers will not get the benefit 
pect. They think that 
100° cents in gold for — 
grains of silver they en 
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get now only about 50 cents, But at the nee 


free coinage will give them only 2 or 3 cents 
more than they get now. Andto give them 
that almost imperceptible gain far greater 
interests in Colorado and in all the other 
States in the Union will be dealt an almost 
fatal blow. It is not right for a few thousand 
of silver miners to ask that millions of people 
shall be injured to add a few thousand dollars 
to the exchange value of the silver bullion of 
Colorado. It is too dear a price.”’ 

Senator Elkins should veil the Coloradoans 
also that the Populists and others to the east 
of them in Nebraska, Kansas, Iowa, LIlinois, 
etc., who are calling themseives friends of 
silver and of the silver mine-owners who are 
demanding free coinage are doing so only in 
the hope of getting cheap dollars with which 
to swindle their creditors, They do not be- 
lieve silver would advance. .If they did think 
so they would lose all their interest in free 
silver. They are amused by the credulity of 
the silver producers, but of course they do 
not attempt to undeceive them. 

Senator Elkins can do good miserionary 
work in Uolorado if he pleases, The people 
there know him. He is himself interested in 
silver mines and can speak as one having au- 
thority. Hecan impress on the minds of 
Coloradoans the fact that people in other 
parts of the country have no objection to a 
silver doliar as long as it is worth as much 
and will buy as much as the lawful gold dollar 
of the American Republic. They do not 
want two dollars one of them only half as 
good as the other. They do not believe in 
calling a 50-cent dollar a dollar, any more 
than the Coloradoans would believe in calling 
half-eagles eagles, or half-dimes dimes, 


If the latter will concede their demand for’ 


upequal dollars the silver controversy can be 
ended easily. 


A New Or.vEans paper takes up the annual 
report of the Mexican Central railway com- 
pany for last year, which shows an increase 
of nearly 25 per cent in earnings over those 
of 1890, and endeavors to account for this, 
at least in part, by stating that in »Mexico 
‘*silver was legal tender at full value,”’ claim- 
ing also that ** Mexico has not demonetized 
silver.”” That isa most remarkable explana- 
tion. Silver is legal tender“fn Mexico at 
** full value, 
It is well known that previous to the recent 
rise in the market for silver bullion the holder 
of one of our silver dollars could obtain in 
exchange for it two Mexican silver dollars, 
and that he can get for it nearly two of the 
Mexican dollars today.

How, then, can silver be 
demonetized?

Epwarp ATKINSON argues that while notes 
issued under the act of July 14, 1890, may 
properly be reissued after having been re- 
ceived for taxes they ought not to be reissued 
after having been redeemed in coin. He 
claims that when an obligation of the govern- 
ment has been paid in coin it has been dis- 
charged, and has ceased to exist as an obliga- 
tion. If it be reissued a new debt is thereby 
contracted, and the Secretary of the Treasury 
has no authority to contract debt without 
specific authority from Congress, He might 
as well issue a bond that has been redeemed 
as to reissue a note that has been specifically 
redeemed. Mure than 28 million dollars of 
the Sherman notes have been paid in coin, 
and Mr. Atkinson argues that these should be 
treated as canceled. The same argument 
applies to a considerable volume of the green- 
backs which have been redeemed in coin. He 
claims that the provision of the Sherman act 
authorizing the redemption of tha notés is- 
sued under it is permissive only, that it im- 
poses no duty on the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and thatthe Treasury should refuse to 
pay out notes that have been redeemed in 
coin. It is intimated that the matter has 
been considered by some of the Treasury offi- 
cials, and that they would not be averse to 
acting ‘on Mr. Atkinson’s idea if satisfied that 
the course would be a legal one.

JAPAN KEEPING ITS SUBMISSION TO 
RUSSIA A SEORET AT HOME. 


Facts Are Being Kept Quiet at Tokio for 
Fear of an Outbreak—Diplomatic Situ- 
ation Is Unparalleled=Opportunity for 
American Influence Obtaining a Foot- 
hold in the East Is ImmeasurableeLi 
Hung Chang Again Degraded=<Hun- 
garian Premier Justifies Himself. 

Tokio, Japan, May 6.—[Copyright, 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.j—Japan precipitately abandons all 
Manchuria.

The facts are being Kept secret here, but 
when the truth becomes known a universal 
public revulsion is cé¢rtain.

The government is anxiously guarding the 
foreign envoys. The diplomatic situation is 
unparalleled. 

The American opportunity is immeasura- 
ble. It apparently is not realized at Wash- 
ington that supreme influence in the East 
for the next half century is easily attainable 
through prompt, energetic action. 

The ratification of the treaty by China is

Berlin, May 6.—The Japanese Government 
has informed the Government of Germany 
that in accordance with the advice of the 
powers Japan has relinguished her claim to 
the Liao Tung Péninsula acquired by the 
terms of the treaty of Shimonoseki. 

Paris, May t.—The Japanese Minister here 


.has informed the Minister of Foreign Af- 


fairs, M. Hanotaux, that, deferring to the 
friendly advice of Frarice, Russia, and Ger- 
many, Japan has renounced its claim to the 
permanent possession of the Liao Tung Pe- 
ninsula, including Port Arthur, 


Bombardment Not Expected. 

The Figaro, commenting on the situation 
of affairsin the Far East, says this morning: 
“Although the situation is grave the bom- 
bardment of the Japanése coast by the Rus- 
sian and German fleets is not expected. The 
negotiations do not proceed easily.”’ 

Che Foo, May 6.—The warships of several 
of the powers are fast assembling here. The 
situation is regarded as ominous. Eight 
Russian warships, including three torpedo 
boats, are now here and more are expected. 
In addition, another British; French, and 
American, and two German warships have 
arrived here. |

Washington, D. C., May 6.—An official ca- 
ble gives decisive information that the Em- 
peror of China has ratified the treaty with 
Japan. The informatipn clears up many 
contradictory statements from | unofficial 
sources ‘as to whether the Emperor had or 
had not ratified. The ratification of the 
Chinese Emperor brings China and Japan

‘UNITED STATES CANNOT INTERFERE, 


Hawaiian Rebel Bowler Has No Redress= 
: Rumors of a Restoration. 

Honolulu, April-29, via San Francisco, 
May 6.—Minister Hatch has received a com- 
munication from Secretary Gresham in re- 
gard to the naturalized Hawaiians applying 
for the protection of the United States. The 
communication deals entirely with the case 
of J. F. Bowler, who called on the United 
States to interfere in his behalf. Bowler was 
convicted on a charge of misprision of trea- 
son in connection with the recent rebellion. 
Mr. Gresham says the United States Govern- 
ment cannot interfere and, giving reasuns, 
calls attention to the fact that Bowler had 
taken the oath of allegiance required for be- 
coming a naturalized citizen of Hawaii.

BARON BANFFY JUSTIFIES HIMSELF. 


Hungarian Premier Defends His Attitude 
Towards Count Kalnoky. 

Buda Pesth, May 6.—The Lower House of 
the Hungarian Diet was crowded today in an- 
ticipation of an explanation from the Premier, 
Baron Banffy, regarding the trouble in the 
Imperial Foreign Office, growing out of 
Baron Banffy’s statement that the Imperial 
Government held the view that the Vatican’s 
influence in church matters should be exer- 
cised only through the Prime Minister of 
Hungary, and the retort upon the part of the 
Foreign Office that this statement was due to 
the Hungarian Premier’s ignorance of diplo- 
matic usages. The whole affair grew out of 
the utterances of the papai’ nuncio, Mgr. 
Agliardi, ugainst the ecclesiastical laws. 

Baron Banffy today was received with iron. 
ical cheers, Hv read the notes exchanged be- 
tween himself and Count Kalnoky, the Im. 
perial Minister for Foreign Affairs, showing 
apparently they agreed completely upon the 
matter in question. The Baron wrote asking 
for Count Kalnoky’s opinion regarding Mgr. 
Agliardi’s visit to different Hungarian towns 
and the Imperial Foreign Minister replied he 
considered the papal nuncio’s journey inop- 
portiifie, adding if Hungary was desirous of 
so doing he, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
was ready to lodge a complaint with the Vat- 
ican, 


The reading of these notes caused a great | 


impression in the Honse, The Baron then 
declared the Bulgarian Government would 
not allow the Holy See to interfere in the in- 
ternal affairs of Hungary. Finally the House 
unanimously adopted a motion: noting the

gentina on the charge of fraud in connection 
with the collapse of the Liberator Building 
Society and other concerns.

Santiago, Cuba, May 1.—[{Copyrighted, 
1895, by the Press Publishing Company, 
New York World.]—Cuba’s wretched condil- 
tion is the result of the ancient system of 
government forced on the island by the 
Spantards. The present rebellion is a se- 
quence to the maladministration the Cortes, 
backed by Spanish pride and conservatism, 
compels the people here to endure. Com- 
merce is crippled, enterprise is laid on the 
shelf, and every branch of trade languishes.

The Government of Cuba is despotic. The 
Captain-General rules by edicts. Half the 
money extorted from the people never 
reaches the Treasury, and the portion which 
does is generally laid out in manner imprac- 
ticable or useless. 

The laws of Spain which are in any way 
liberal do not necessarily prevail in Cuba. 
Freedom of religious worship, civil mar- 
riages, and numerous other laws do not 
reach the Antilles. The government is prac- 
tically by the policemen. You cannot change 
your residence without police authority. 
You must carry a written permit to travel. 
Letters are opened, read, and destroyed at 
the pleasure of an official. Code dispatches 
are forbidden and dispatches are subject to 
censorship, not only now, but in times of 
profound peace. 

A business house cannot carry on its legit- 
imate,commonest transaction without police 
supervision. A stamp must be affixed to 
every page of the day book, and a policeman 
can come, if disposed, to see for himself if 
the law is obeyed. There is nothing too triv- 
ial for the government to touch or too con- 
temptible for it to do. 

Corruption is common as sunlight. A cus- 
tom-house officer passes your trunk when 
you hand him $5 as openly as you would pay 
for a cigar. There is scarcely a mercantile 
house but divides with the custom-house and 
obtains reduced rates of duty. Undervalu- 
ation is the:rule rather than the exception. 
Cut nails go through as bar iron and manu- 
factured steel as iron pigs. Coal is passed 
at half weight and | sawed lumber goes 
through as firewood. Such things are com- 
mon and “arranged’”’ with the customs offi- 
cials. The agriculturist is loaded with tax- 
es. The Spaniards fill nearly all the offices, 
The salaries are small. In order to live de- 
cently the official must steal. The few Cu- 
bans in office do exact!y as the Spaniards do.

mist party of Cuba has resigned. This is 
construed by the Cubans to mean the disso- 
lution of the party. The Autonomist, or 
home rule, party is headed by Sefior Galvia. 
It has opposed the revolution and aided the 
Spanish in every possible way. The party 
issued a manifesto a short time ago advis- 
ing the insurgents to lay down their arms 
and unite with them in asking Spain for 
home rule. 

Copies have been received in New York of 
a long proclamation signed by José Marti, 
delegate of the Cuban revolutionary party, 
and Maximo Gomez, General-in-Chief at 
Monte Christi, dated March 25 last. The 
proclamation is being distributed through- 
out Europe, Central, and South America. 
It is an appeal for support and sympathy 
for the revolutionary movement in Cuba. 

Washington, D. C., May 6.—The case of 
Manuel Fuentes, the correspondent of the 
New York World who was arrested near 
Santiago, Cuba, on a charge of aiding the 
revolutionists, has been laid before the 
State Department with a request that full 
inquiry be made to disclose the facts, and 
that proper protection meanwhile be ex- 
tended to Fuentes. It .is contended the 
charge against Fuéntes, which is in sub- 
stance that he endeavored to sell arms to 
the insurgents, is without foundation, and 
in view of the summary methods of Spanish 
courts-martial it is deemed necessary that 
speedy action by the United States be taken. 


RUMORS OF A REVOLT IN NICARAGUA, 


Alleged Fighting at Granada and Leon—At- 
tempt to Overthrow Zelaya. 

Tegucigalpa, Honduras, May 6.—Fighting 
has begun in Granada, Nicaragua. Disorder 
is reported from Leon also. Word comes 
from there that the followers of Ortiz, Zeru- 
la, and Macherro have united to make war 
on Zelaya. The Honduran .troops concen- 
trated at Cape Dios a Gracias will remain 
there, as itis feared the threatened outbreak 
on the Mosquito Reservation may extend 
here. The troops at Amalpa will be distrib- 
uted along the coast. Gen. Bonilla will take 
4,000 men and go to President Zelaya’s aid if 
requested. The evacuation of Corinto and 
the sailing of the British ships is announced. 

Washington, D. C., May 6.—Dr. Guzman, 
the Nicaraguan Minister, had not been ad- 


‘vised up to.2 o’clock today of the reported 
_revolution in Nicaragua. He expected that 


the sailing of the British fleet would have a 
quieting effect on public sentiment. This 
expectation was strengthened when word 
came that Rear-Admiral Stephenson fired a 
salute to the Nicaraguan flag when it was 
again hoisted over Corinto yesterday. This 
courtesy was regarded as doing much to 
heal the wounds made by the incident. 

In other quarters the fact that the revolu- 
tion is along the east shore is regarded as 
significant. This is the Mosquito region, in 
which British influence has long been domi- 
nant and: which has recently been created a 
State, under the name of Zelaya. It has been 
feared by Central American diplomats that 
if the Mosquito natives made ‘trouble it 
would afford opportunity for further British 
intervention. One of.the best posted diplo- 
mats from that section says he considers it 
inevitable that the Mosquito natives will re- 
bel and attempt to restore Chief Clarence to 
the throne. This would be a denial of Nica- 
ragua’s sovereignty over the new State of 
Zelaya, and in the judgment of this diplomat 
Great Britain would support Clarence. 

A telegram received at the Navy Depart- 
ment announces that the Alert arrived at 
San Juan del Sur late Saturday night. No 
doubt is felt of the ability of the Alert to pro- 
tect American interests on the American 
side of N in case of a revolution. It 
is not expécted, however, any extreme meas- 
ures will be necessary and the mere presence 
of an American warship on the west coast, it 
is believed, will be sufficient for all purposes. 

Acting Secretary Uhl has received a cable- 
gram from United States Minister Baker at 
Cuesta Mara, Costa Rica, dated yesterday, 
announcing that the British forces at 
Corinto were to evacuate the town yester- 
day. No reference is made in the dispatch 
of the prospects of a revolution breaking out 
in Nicaragua as a consequence of the ac- 


| cession made to the British by the govern- 


ment. 
PROF, KARL VOGHT DIES AT GENEVA. 


Well-Known German Philosopher and 
Author Passes Away. 

Geneva, May 6.—Prof. Karl Voght, M. D., 
the well-known philosopher and author, died 
here today. 

[Karl Voght was born at Glesson July 5, 1817, 
and was educated there under Liebig. He de- 
voted his attention to zoOlogy under Agassiz and 
became professor of zodlogy in the university of 
his native town. Dr. Voght was Professor of 
Natural History in the University of Geneva, a 
correspondent of the Institute of France, foreign 
associate of the Anthropological Society of 
Paris, and an Honorary Fellow of the Anthropo- 
logical Society of London.and Berlin. ]

A majority of the members of the County 
committee are in favor of the free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

Sullivan, Ill., May 6.—{Special.J]—There 
will be a meeting of the Moultrie County 
Central committee Wednesday, May 15, to 
consider the advisability of sending dele- 
gates to the Springfield convention. 

Charleston, Ill, May 6.—{Special.]—The 
Democrats of Coles County met in conven- 
tion in this city today and selected ten dele- 
gates to the silver convention at Spring- 
field, as follows: C. B. Frye, F. M. Phipps, 
J. F. Scott, J. Taylor, W. A. Poorman, Az 
Jeffers, I. W. Merritt, J. A. Monfort, A. J. 
Frayer, and J. K. Rardan. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 
‘‘ That it is the sense of this convention that 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
shall be immediately reéstablished at.the 
ratio of 16 to 1, as before the change of the 
coinage laws in 1873. That we cannot wait 
for an international agreement. That gold 
and silver so coined shall be a lega! 
tender for ail debts. That the delegates 
elected to meet in convention at Springfield 
vote for the above resolutions.”’ 

Marshall, lll, May 6.—{Special.]—At an 
adjourned meeting of the Democratic Cen- 
tral committee this afternoon all the mem- 
bers declared that the Democracy of their 
respective townships was solidly for free 
silver; it was decided to dispense with con- 
vention or primary and appoint the seven 
delegates to the Springfield convention. 
The following are the delegates: J. Fé 
Graham, Harry Lee, Ned Childe, Jay 
Swerne, Francisco Hammond, Polk B. Bris- 
coe, and L, C. McDaniel. : 

Carroliton, Ill, May 6.—[Special.]—One- 
fourth of the Democrats of Greene County 
were represented in the distinctively free 
silver convention held here today. At the 
primaries Saturday Democrats were asked 
to express themselves for or against free 
coinage. Only 756 votes were cast, and of 
these only sixteen were against free coin- 
age. The sound money Democrats were in 
the convention today only as spectators. 
The delegates chosen are Joseph Madden, 
J. D. McLane, G. W. Witt, W. M. Morrow, 
H. T. Rainey, D. F. King, and Francis Fow- 
ler. Each delegate was asked to publicly 
express his convictions on the issue, and 
although one or two dodged the main point 
each one pledged himself to vote in the con- 
vention for free silver. 

Some strong denunciations of Cleveland’s 
administration were uttered. The main 
resolution adopted was: 

‘** Resolved, That we favor the use and 
free coinage of both gold and silver, with- 
out discrimination against silver, ata ratia 
of 16 to 1, and independent of any action by 
England or any other foreign nation,”’ 


PREPARING FOR A, P. A, MEETINGS, 


Officers and Committees Getting Reports in 
Shape for Convention. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 6.—[Special.]—All 
of the officers and the Chairmen of the im- 
portant standing committees of the Ameri- 
can Protective Association are here prepar- 
ing the reports which will be submitted to 
the annual convention of the order which 
will assemble at Liberty Hall Wednesday 
morning. 

The convention of Wednesday will be the 
largest the organization has held thus far 
in its history. Every State and Territory 
will be represented except Mississippi, New 
Mexico, Indian Territory, and Alaska. With 
the exception of the Far Western and ex- 
treme Eastern States every State delegation 
will be complete. There will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 300 delegates, representing, ac- 
cording to the reports which will be present- 
ed to the convention, about 2,500,000 mem- 
bers. The question of partially throwing off 
the secrecy of the order, which occupied so 
much of the attention of the last convention, 
will come up again, and the friends of the 
measure will make a hard fight ‘to carry it 
through, but it is the opinion of those on the 
ground that the doorsref the order will not 
be opened to the public by this convention. 

It is also understood that a strong effort 
will be made during the session to have the 
national body practically attach itself to one 
of the old political parties. This scheme can- 
not work, however, and will be strongly de- 
nounced and openly opposed by the most 
prominent members of the order. 

“Such a condition is exactly what our ene- 
mies hope to see brought about,’’ remarked 
one prominent official, ‘‘but it will never be 
done. It is true that there are a number in 
the order who are working to this end, but 
they are not in true sympathy with the ideas 
and principles of the institution and will be 
sat down upon.”” A magnificent medal for 
Past Supreme President Bowers, founder of 
the order, will be presented to him during 
the Milwaukee session. It will cost $1,000.

LY LIMITED BY BIG SLEEVES, 


Prevailing Fashion Reduces the Normal 
Capacity of the Banquet Hall at Des 
Moines=Club Women of the Iowa City 
Unite in a Unique Testimonial to Their 
Chicago GuesteSavery House Lavishly 
Decorated with Flowers for the Occasion 
Other Northwest News. 


Des Moines, Ia., May 6.—[Special.]—A 
memorable banquet was given here tanight 
in honor of Mrs. Ellen M. Henrotin of Chi¢éa- 
g0, President of the National Federation of 
Clubs. The banquet was given by club wom- 
en of the city, and 260 sat down at the unique 
spread, the first of the kind ever given in 
this*city. The clubs participating were the 
Des Moines Women’s, the Review,the Frank 
Russell Circle, the Tourist, the Unity, the 
Conversational, and the Mme. de Scuddery. 
The banquet was at the Savery House. In 
the same dining-room recently the Grant

club crowded 350 men, but the big sleeves 
which the modern woman wears compelled 
the hotel to limit the number to 2&0. Among 
the distinguished guests from outside, in ad- 
dition to Mrs. Henrotin were Mrs. Lindon 
W. Bates of Chicago and Mrs. Ira A. Weed 
of West Union. 

The decorations of the banquet hall were 
on a most extensive scale. The hall was a 
mass of potted plants and flowers, including 
everything from American beauty roses to 
crab apple blossoms from the woods. The 
menu included the delicacies of the season, 
but everything that had either the taste or 
the suggestion of King Alcohol wes banished 
from the tables. . 

At 8 o'clock the banqueters began to arrive 
at the hotel and promptly at 9 sat down at 
the long tables. Mrs. J. K. Macomber, toast- 
mistress, had Mrs. Henrotin at herright. It 
was an animated scene in more ways than 
one. Mrs. Macomber was very happy in 
presiding. She said no one but the men had 
ever doubted that women could give a ban- 
quet and a successful one. She referred to 
the club movement as now the most distinct 
organization of women, the one through 
which much of her influence is to be exerted 
in the future. She praised Mrs. Henrotin 
and the work which she had accomplished 
for the women of the nation, first at the 
World’s Fair and since as the head of the 
national club movement. 

Women Respond to Toasts. 


The first ‘toast was “Our Guests,” re- 
sponded to by Mrs. W. H. Bailey. She paid 
tributes to Mrs. Henrotin, Mrs. Bates, and 
thé wife of Gov. Jackson, reviewing briefly 
what these women had accomplished in 
their respective places in society and the 
world. The references to all were greeted 
with applause. 

Mrs. Henrotin followed with a response to 
“Woman as a Humorist.” in which she 
strenuously combated the idea that women 
have no sense ofhumor. ‘“‘The Art Outlook” 
was responded to by Mrs. Lindon W. Bates 
of Chicago. She spoke of what Chicago and 
the West generally was doing forart. She 
said it was a new and untrammeled art, an 
art that was still in its beginnings, but 
whose fame would some day fill the world, 
the New World, if not the Old World. She 
spoke of impressionism and other schools, 
and then of woman's relations to it and to 
its best development. Mrs. Bates was 
cheered. 

‘Federation: In Union There Is Strength,”’ 
was the next toast, responded to by Mrs. A. 
L. Frisbie. She said women were just be- 
ginning to recognize that strength was in or- 
ganization, in unity of action. The men had 
long ago recognized this, but women had 
stood aloof. Now she was coming to a deep- 
er realization of the sisterhod of woman as 
well as the brotherhood of man. She said 
these club organizations were destined to 
break down many, if not ultimately all, 
prejudices. Neither social caste, nor riches, 
nor poverty must be or would be considered 
in this new club movement. She said each 
club in the federation would pursue its own 
work, but the whole would be merged ina 
great national influence through this nation- 
al organization, which Mrs. Henrotin so fit- 
tingly represented, 

Talks of the “ New Woman.” 


“The New Woman” was Mrs. Virginia 
Reichard’s theme. She stated what the new 
woman was and what she was not. She was 
most of all a woman with a new interest in 
life and in all that pertainstolife. She was 
a woman prepared to take her post in society 
and wherever her influence could help man- 
kind.. She was not a woman devoid of affec- 
tion, nor of love of home. Her children were 
still dear to her and so was her husband. 
They were if anything dearer because the 
new woman felt this larger life interest. 

‘The New Man” followed with response by 
Miss Ella McLoney. She thought the new 
man would be better, had to be better to 
meet the requirements of the new woman. 
Her speech was humorous and much ap- 
plauded, 

“Our Children and the World’s Children,”’ 
by Mrs. Henry Wallace, took the philan- 
thropic view of woman’s work. The chil- 
dren and their welfare were of first impor- 
tance. The responses closed with humorous 
references to “‘The men left out,” by Mrs, 
Roswell P. Dart. 


JEALOUSY PROVOKES A MURDER, 


H. W. Thomas Killed at Minneapolis by F. 
L. Williams. 

Minneapolis, Minn., May 6.—Early this 
morning two young men found in the gut- 
ter the dead body of H. W. Thomas, Super- 
intendent of the ‘“ Soo.”

He 
denied all knowledge of the affair, but while 
he was being questioned he was confronted 
with a revolver brought from his room by 
the. police with one empty chamber in it. 
He then told the whole story. 

His wife, he said, had applied for a di- 
yorce and the matter was pending. He bad 
started for the house to see her about it 
and as he approached saw ‘Thomas and his 
wife sitting together in the room. It was 
twilight and the sight made him mad with 
jealousy. He waited till Thomas came out 
and shot him through the head. 

Williams asserts Thomas caused all the 
trouble between himself and his wife. Mrs. 
Williams denies Thomas was paying at- 
tentions to her. He was an old friend of the 
family and was in the habit of coming out 
to take dinner and spend the evening.

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Several members of the Brick Manufact- | oat He, a 
urers’ Association are ready to challenge 1 
Mr. Weber of the Weber-Labahn company 
to a public debate on the subject of differ- 
ences in wages and cost of producing on the 
North and South Sides of the city and the 
merits of the wage problem in general. 
They assert Mr. Weber is responsible for 
the strike, and deny his published statement 
that he cannot afford to raise wages. A 
member of one of the largest firms in the 
city had this to say of the situation yester- 
day: 

“The majority of brick manufacturers in 
the city are in sympathy with the strikers, 
and hope they will win. Here is the state of 
affairs: The association, composed of eleven 
of the larger firms, representing seven- 
eighths of the annual output, is now paying 
the union scale of wages demanded by the 
strikers. The Weber-Labahn firm of Ev- 
anston is the only large concern which has 
refused to sign the wage scale and enter 
into a mutual agreement with the workmen. 
This firm, with twenty or thirty smaller 
ones, has steadily refused to join the asso- 
ciation, and has cut wages from 25 to 50 per 
cent under what competitors pay, thereby 
enabling them to sell bricks cheaper than it 
costs the majority to fianufacture them. 
The price of brick is now lowér than for 
many years, and the scale of wages is high- 
er. Wages are not too high, but it is a plain 
proposition that we can’t afford to pay high- 
er wages than the firms in the north part of 
the city and at the same time compete in 
prices with them. Realizing this, the work- 
men demanded that wages be made uniform. 
We hope they will succeed. 


Say Weber Should Prove His Statements. 

““Mr. Weber says he cannot afford to 
advance wages, as the clay he has to work 
is different and it costs him more to make 
brick. The firms in the association chal- 
lenge him to a public comparison of books 
and accounts. If there is a difference he 
has the best of it. He takes from $50 to $75 
a day from his men by cutting wages and 
can afford to run his plant when the rest 
of us would have to shut down. Unless he 
is compelled to yield to the demands of his 
men we will be obliged to abandon the union 
scale in order to compete with him. It would 
be idle to say we are not in sympathy with 
the strikers. We are selfishly interested. 
The smaller firms which are affected by the 
strike will do just what the Weber-Labahn 
firms do in the matter of wages. Knowing 
this the strikers have centered their efforts 
against that firm. \\

Congressman Patterson of Tennessee Speaks 
Against the Silver Heresy. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 6.—[Special,]—Jo- 
siah Patterson, Congressman from the Mem- 
phis (Tenn.) district,who is touring the South 
in the interests of the sound money conven- 
tion to be held at Memphis May 23, spoke 
here this afternoon to a large audience. 
After reviewing the history of coinage Col. 
Patterson said the question for the South to 
consider was whether it would align itself 
with the solid Pastern and Northern States 
or the rotton boroughs of the West. Ohto 
and Michigan had gone overwhelmingly Re- 
publican as soon as the Democratic party In 
those States had declared for free silver. 
New York, Pennsylvania, Michigan, and 
Ohio will never go for free silver. In fact, 
no State north of the Ohio and ‘east of the 
Missouri will ever be counted in that col- 
umn. Southern people are conservative. 
They have been fooled for a while by Popu- 
lite heresies, but they will be thrown Into 
the rag pile. The free silver craze is about 
to die out, and the South should not be the 
last voice to feebly cry out the heresy. The 
speech was loudly cheered at every sound 
money declaration.

After the death the subject of inter- 
ment was discussed by the members of the 
family. Mr. Starring said Mr. Ricker, ad- 
dressing him, told him to be silent on the 
subject, as the trustees of the church might 
be led into purchasing a fit monument for 
Prof. Swing, Mr. Ricker suggesting that 
neither of them was able financially to pro- 
vide a monument.

The latter, however, criticised the 
removal of the dead from their friends, and 
expressed his desiré that he should be buried 
where his last work had been done and in 
the midst of his loving friends and his chil- 
dren and grandchildren. 

‘Hugene C. Long, Secretary of the Rosehill 
Cemetery, testified that John G. Shortall, 
the administrator of Prof. Swing’s estate, 
had entered into negotiations for the pur- 


lifting. The house detective followed the 
trio for some time and saw them take a 
number of articles from the counters and 
secrete them in their clothes. Detectives 
Q’Malley and O’ Donnell were called and ar- 
rested the three. They vehemently protest- 
ead their innocence, but when searched a 
quantity of goods was found on them.

East-bound through freight shipments 
from Chicago last week suffered a serious 
decrease.. This is due to the attempt of the 

* Pastern railroad magnates to pool the busi- 
ness from this ‘city and not from other 
points. As a result the bulk of the business 
from the West goes via Peoria and interior 
junction points south of Chicago. The lake 
lines also take more freight than they would 
if the railroads were in active competition, 

Grain rates from Chicago were tolerably 

*well maintained last week, but a few of the 
lines are still cutting rates on provisions. 
There is little grain to move and cutting or 
rates would not at this time materially’ stim- 
ulate business, and this, as much as any- 
thing else, prevents roads from cutting the 
grain rates. On provisions the competition 
is more active and the rate on this articie 
will be cut when roads need and want busi- 
ness, regardless of any pooling agreements. 
Another reason why provision rates are 
more freely cut and manipulated thafi those 
on grain is because the provision rate is 10 
cénts per 100 pounds higher than the rate on 
grain, while the normal difference betweén 
the two rates is generally only five cents per 
100 pounds. A 40-cent rate on provisions 
jeaves a great margin of profit and railroads 


_are not slow in taking advahtage of this fact 


whenever opportunity offers.

RATE WAR TO THE SOUTHEAST, 


. Packing House Rates from Missouri River 
Points Seriously Cut. 

Serious trouble has arisen among the 
‘roads leading to Southeastern territory, bet- 
ter known as Green Line points, in Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, etc. A day or two ago 
the Louisville and Nashville announced a 
reduction of five cents per 100 pounds in 
rates on packing-house products from 8t. 
Louis to Green Line points in the Southeast. 
This was followed by the Missouri Pacific 

- railway With a corresponding reduction of 
five cents from Missouri River points to 

_ Qhio River points, making a total cut of 10 
-cents from the Missouri River through to 
Green Line points in the South. The Fort 
' Scott and Memphis and other roads have 
met’ the reduction. The Missouri Pacific 
and .Fort.Scott roads claim a differential 
rate of five cents to the Ohio River, which 
they propose to maintain from the Mis- 
scuri River. 

The cut in rates on packing-house prod- 
ucts ds the more serious beciuse it.is likely 
to cause a disturbance throughout West- 
ern Freight Association territory. Reduc- 
tions in the rate are threatened from Cedar 
Itapids, Sioux City, and Sioux Falls. If the 
rate comes down from the latter points, 
corresponding -reductions are almost sure 
to follow from St. Paul and probably from 
Chicago to Southeastern territory, and if 

. Chairman Midgley'’s efforts to adjust the 
matter fail there is no telling where the 
trouble will end. ‘The Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association is blamed for 
the whole trouble: Commissioner Stahl- 
man’s arbitrary way of running the asso- 
ciation’ is leading to all sérts of complica- 
tions with’ connecting lines. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC OCTOPUS STUNNED. 


San Joaquin Valley Railroad Will Give 
California Low Rates. 

San Francisco, Cal.; April 27.—[Special 
Correspondence. ]|—Nothing is so much talked 
aboutin California this spring as the new 
railroad enterprise that. will compete with 
the Southern Pacific for the traffic of the 
great.San Joaquin Valley. The popularity of 
this‘*new line is beyond ali precedent. In San 
Francisco an organization of merchants 
known as the Traffic Association had long 
struggied in vain to secure subscriptions to 
the amount of $500,000, with which it was 
expected that the construction of a competing 
toad through the valley could be fairly begun. 
But capital was timid of enlisting in the un- 
dertaking, so great was the fear of the South- 
ern Pacific and its rule-or-ruin methods. The 
project languished and had almost collapsed 
when Claus Spreckels, the “‘sugar king,’’ un- 
expectedly came to the front with an offer to 
subscribe $500,000 toa fund for the con- 
struction of a competing line. This offer 
from such a man aroused great enthusiasm.

representing many millions of property, and 


at this neeting Spreckels’ proposal was first an- 
nounced. Two of his sons subscribed $100,- 
000 each, and in a few days after the initial 
nization the subscription had exceeded 
1,000,000. The first step of the canvuss

- ‘and now the sum subscribed is in excess 
500,000, The Traffic Association has 
practically retired from the field, but its good 
work has always been recognized, and with 
the successful inception of the competing line 
there is nd longer need for its activity.

** octopus.” has imparted a new spirit to bus- 
iness of a!leorts here. The long-existing de- 
pression has given place to a hopeful and 
buoyant feeling in commercial cite. es, and ‘the 
real estate market has of late shown a more 
healthful tone than had been kffown for 
years. The Southern Pacific has been opey- 
ated in such a way as to discriminate against 
San Francisco and in favor of Chicago and 
other Eastern cities. In other words, 
the _, road has| been operated for 
the “Jong haul.’”’ The local rates have 
been most oppressive, and as yet remain un- 
diminished. “But just as the inception of 
Mayor Sutro’s competing street railroad to 
the Cliff House and the ocean’ beach had the 
effect of inducing the ** octopus” to suddenly 
make a five cent fare from the ferries to the 
ocean in place of the old rate of 10 cents, so 
it is likely that before the new San Francisco 
and San Joaquin Valley road gets ready for 
traffic freight rates on the Southern Pacific 
lines in the valley will come down by the run, 
In some instances the local rates are higher 
for a distance of but 150 or 200 miles than 
for the long haul from San Francisco to Chi. 
cago or entirely across the continent.

Chicago Jobbers Scramble for the Product 
and the Price Shoots Up. 

Not in five years has there been so much 
excitement in the local sugar market as 
there was yesterday. Every jobber was 
struggling to secure all the sugar in sight. 
The trade was expecting such developments, 
and it was simply a reopening of pent-up 
business noted at the close of last week. 


Early in the day an advance of 1-16 ofacent | 


in granulated was chalked down on the 
black-board of the Commercial Exchange 
on Wabash av e. Representatives of all 
the leading “4 tm in town Were on hand 
watching for it. The factor in the strength 
cf the situation came from Europe. The 
cables told of an advance equal to nearly a 
quarter of acentin raw sugarat London. It 
means that the foretgn situation is to dom- 
inate the Amertcan price. At New York the 
American Sugar Refining company was tak- 
ing all the raw sugar it could get at an ad- 
vance of one-eighth of a cent, the New York 
price having advanced in unison with Eu- 


rope. 

During the afternoon granulated sugar ad- 
vanced an additional eighth of a cent, mak- 
ing a total upturn of 3-16 of a cent for the 
day. The advance in “Extra Cs’’ was a full 
quarter of a cent. 

With stocks all over the country about the 
lightest ever known to the trade, buyers in 
the West and Northwest were pouring or- 
ders into this market for sugar. Chicago 
has a fair supply at present and a sugar 
famine is not likely, although if the output 
éontinues at the rate noted yesterday the 
supply here will run low inside of a week. 

The advance since Saturday morning is 
equal to over $1 a barrel, and the situation 
at the close of business last night was 
stronger than atany time before. Wh raw 
sugar advancing and Scotch refined and Ger- 
man granulated following on the same line, 
together with. beet sugar, further upturns 
are looked for today.

FIGHT AGAINST HEALY IS ENDED. 


Civil Service Committee’s Report Slapped 
Back in Its Face. 

President Healy of the County Board lis- 
tened yesterday to a smarting criticism of his 
civil service reform mission to Springfield in 
a report from the Committee an Legislation.

M’GANN’S ORDINANCE IS FILED. 
General Electric Railway Measure Out of 
the Way for the Present, 

The Council Committee on Streets aud 
Alleys South yesterday placed on file the pro- 
posed ordinance of the General Electric Rail- 
way company. This disposes of that measure, 
at least for the present, The ordinance was 
presented by Ald. Chadwick of the Thirty- 
fourth Ward some months ago, and has met 
with sharp resistance at the hands of the 
South Side residents. Among some of the 
streets asked for are Wabash avenue, Lang- 
ley avenue, Ellis avenue, Madison avenue, 
and Forty-fifth street, all of which are resi- 
dence thoroughfares.

Garbage Contractors Are Hustling. 

The endeavors of Supt. Rhode of the Street and 
Alley Cleaning Bureau to force the garbage con 
tractors to a proper fulfillment of the terms of 
their contracts is apparently meeting with suc- 
cess.

EMANCIPATION OF THE SLAVES, 


Did Lincoln Offer the South 400 Millions 
for Freeing the Negroes? 

Philadelphia Times: Two of the most bril- 
liant men of the South are now engaged in 
a controversy over a subject that neither 
seems to fully understand. Mr. Watterson, 
in several recent lectures delivered in the 
West, has stated that at the Hampton Roads 
conference between Pregident Lincoln and 
Mr. Seward of the Union side and Vice-Pres- 
ident Stephens, R. M. T. Hunter, and Judge 
Campbell on the Southern side, early in 1865, 
President Lincoln presented a blank sheet of 
paper to Vice-President Stephens and said: 
‘Write the word Union on the one side and 
what you please on the other,”’ and he added 
that Mr. Lincoln based that statement upon 
the proposal held in his hand to appropriate 
$400,000,000 as a compensation for slaves. 

This statement has created considerable 
controversy, and John Temple Graves, who 
is now Watterson’s chief rival in the South 
as a brilliant orator and writer, has pub- 
lished an elaborate letter in the Atlanta Con- 
stitution, with which he is connected, deny- 
ing that any such proposition was made by 
President Lincoln, and presenting state- 
ments from records left by Vice-President 
Stephens, Hunter, and Campbell sustaining 
him in the issue he has made 

In point of fact, both Mr. Watterson and 
Mr. Graves areinerror. Mr. Lincoln made 
no such proposition at the Hampton Roads 
conference, and this statement is made upon 
Mr. Lincoln’s own authority as given to the 
writer hereof. He made no such proposition 
because of Mr. Stephens’ frank announce- 
ment at the opening of the conference that 
he could not entertain any proposition that 
did not embrace the perpetuity of the Con- 
federacy. It was this fact, and this alone, 
that made President Lincoln and Secretary 
Seward offer no terms or conditions what- 
ever for the termination of the war, and it 
was for that reason, and that alone, that he 
made no proposition for the payment of 
$400,000,000 to the South to emancipate the 
slaves. 

As early as August, 1864, Mr. Lincoln 
exhibited to the editor of this journal a 
written proposition to pay $400,000,000 to 
the South as compensation for slaves if 
the war could be ended and the Union fully 
restored on that basis. He did not make 
it public because it would have defeated his 
reélection dnd probably defeated the full 
fruition of the cause for which so much sac- 
rifice had been given. He would gladly have 
made the proposition to the Southern Com- 
missioners at Hampton Roads had oppor- 
tunity been given him to do so, but when 
the Commissioners were concluded against 
entertaining any basis of peace but the 
acknowledgment of the Confederacy the 
President of the Union had no terms to 
offer. 

Some fifteen years ago the editor of this 
journal visited Jefferson Davis at his home 
in Mississippi and published a statement 
of the views expressed by Mr, Davis on 
several important facts relating to the war. 
That letter was published throughout the 
entire South and country, and never brought 
out any dissent from Mr. Davis or from 
any one on the Union side. Mr. Davis was 
asked whether he had any knowledge of 
Mr. Lincoln’s willingness at the Hampton 
Roads conference to pay $400,000,000 as 
compensation for slaves if the war could 
thus be ended and the Union restored. His 
answer was that he had no knowledge of 
any such proposition, and that if it had 
been made he could not have entertained 
it as the President of the Confederacy. He 
added that it would have been a question 
solely for the States and not for the Execu- 
tive of the Confederacy, and that while 
some might have been willing to accept such 
terms others would have declined them, 
lad ‘“ peace was therefore impossible on 
that basis.’’ 

Mr. McClure’s book entitled ‘‘ Abraham 
Lincoln and Men of War Times,” published 
three years.ago, in .the chapter on Lincoln 
and emancipation, page 95, gives this state- 
ment: “I personally know that he [Lin- 
coin] would have suggested it [$400,000,000 
for slaves] to Stephens, Campbell, and Hun- 
ter at the Hampton Roads conference in 
February, 1865, had not Vice-President 
Stephens, as the immediate representative 
of .Jefferson. Davis, frankly stated at the 
outset that he was instructed not to enter- 
tain or discuss any proposition that did not 
recognize the perpetuity of the Confeder- 
acy.”’ 

President Lincoln earnestly favored com- 
pensated emancipation. He proposed it 
early in the war; he adhered to it tena- 
ciously until the surrender of Lee’s army, 
when he found it impossible to have it en- 
tertained by the country. Had there been 
any willingness exhibited on the part of the 
Southern Commissioners at the Hampton 
Roads conference to abandon the Confed- 
eracy and restore the Union on the basis of 
emancipation Mr. Lincoln would have made 
the proposition to pay the South $400,000,000 
and exhausted his power to have it adopted 
by the government. The war lasted more 
than three months after the Hampton Roads 
conference, and more than $100,000,000 was 
expended in war and the destruction of 
property during that period. It would have 
been wiser economy. wiser statesmanship, 
and still wiser humanity to have ended the 
war then by payment‘of $400,000,000 to the 
South for the loss of slave property. 

It will be seen that the dispute between 
Mr. Watterson and Mr. Graves does not 
reach the marrow of that issue. Mr. Lin- 
coln would have made the proposition for 
compensated emancipation had the wa 
been open, but the doors were closed by orf-

FIRST ISSUE JUNE 1. 


NEW DEMOORATIO DAILY TO AP- 
PEAR BY THAT DATS. 


H. W. Seymour, Formerly Managing Edit- 
or of the “Herald,” and Collector of the 
Port Martin J. Russell, Formerly Editor 
of the “Times,” at the Head of the 
Sound Money Publication, for Which a 
Name Has Not Yet Been Chosen=Tricks 
of the Free Silver Democrats Exposed. 


June 1 is announced as the day for the first 
issue of a new Democratic daily paper in 
Chicago with H. W. Seymour and Martin J. 
Russell in command. The new paper will be 
for sound money and is intended to repre- 
sent the better part of the Democratic party 
in the State. The entire plant of the Even- 
ing Post has been purchased for the new 
venture, as after Sunday that paper will be 
printed in the Times-Herald Building. 

When it was announced some days ago 
that H. H. Kohlsaat intended to put both his 
papers into the one building it was predicted 
that the new paper would take possession of 
the Evening Post Building. The plant is 
well adapted for getting out a paper, and 
comprises both presses and type-setting ma- 
chines. Neither Mr. Seymour nor Mr. Kohl- 
saat will give the figure paid for the Even- 
ing Post plant, but the sum is said to have 
been a large one. In an interview Mr. Sey- 
mour said: 

‘The name of the new paper has not been 
settled, but the first issue will be made June 
1, if not before. The paper will be of either 
eight or twelve pages week days, and the 
size of the Sunday issue will depend on cir- 
cumstances. The paper is going to be typo- 
graphically different from any in Chicago, 
and every man on it will be a Chicago man, 
The best newspaper men in the country can 
be found right in Chicago, and I do not be- 
lieve in going outside for them, 

“No permanent arrangements have yet 
been made in the matter ofa staff. Mr. Mar- 
tin Russell will take as much ofihe work on 
his shoulders as his other engagements will 
permit. Mr. Russell is probably one of the 
best-known editorial writers in the country, 
and as such will have much to do with the 
editorial pages of the new paper. Harry G. 
Forker, who was my assistant on the Her- 
ald, will be managing editor. He has been 
connected with the Herald for seven years 
and leaves it to take this position. 

‘‘As to the backing of the paper, that isa 
private matter. The paper has a paid up 
capital of $300,000, which is prabably as 
much or more actual cash than any paper 
ever started with before in Chicago. The 
paper is absolutely free from any political 
organization and is purely a business enter- 
prise. It will be essentially a sound money 
paper. It will have the United Press fran- 
chise and will sell for 1 cent, with a 5 cent 
Sunday edition. Several names have been 
suggested for the paper, but none has been 
agreed upon.” 


HAD MORE DELEGATES THAN VOTERS. 


Honest Money League Exposing the Re- 
cent County Canvention’s Make-Up. 

An effort is being made by the Honest 
Money League to show that Saturday’s free 
silver convention was not a fair representa- 
tion of the Democratic party in Cook County, 
W. C. Asay is collecting affidavits. from mea 
living in the various wards who were detailed 
by the league to watch the primaries Friday 
at which delegates were chosen and ascertain 
just how many Democrats were interested in 
the movement and would turn out and vote. 
According to these affidavits the number must 


have been exceedingly small. 

Returns had been received at league head- 
quarters from twenty-three wards at 5 o’clock 
last evening and they gave the total primary 
vote as 149. At that ratio for the remaining 
eleven warde the number of votes cast 
throughout the entire city could not, the 
league officials say. have exceeded 300, which 
was considerably less than half the number of 
delegates entitled to seats. 

On the other hand the gilverites say this is 
not an honest report of the situation. The 
Central committee’s returns, as printed in 
the newspapers Saturday morning, footed up 
something like 4,000 votes. They were 
brought in by the committeemen, of course, 
but no one questioned their authenticity. 

The league reports also show thatin sev- 
eral of the wards no election was held and 
that the delegates were selected by the Cen- 
tral committeemen. The organization ad- 
mits the failure to hold electionin sume 
wards where interest in behalf of cheap 
money runsat alow ebb, but says that in 
every such instance the ward club instead of 
the committeemen appointed delegates. 

Anyway it was a badly mixed up affair all 
around and has started a iot of bitter discus- 
sion. Postmaster Hesing says he attended 
the convention t6 see a funeral and was grati- 
fied with the result. He had no thought of 
going until a friend told him ex-Mayor Hop. 
kins gave the First Ward gang instructions 
not to let his name be used. 

‘**When I heard that,” said Mr. Hesing, ‘I 
told the boys to go aheai and elect me a 
delegate and I would serve. They did and I 
went to Turner Hall, but it was certainly the 
greatest farce in the guise of a Democratic 
convention I ever saw.’”* 

Bob Burke, Secretary of the machine, was 
ready to give it out that the gang thought Mr. 
Hesing dispiayed luts-of nerve when he took 
a seat on the floor and remained there to hear 
himself roasted. Whether this controversy 
brings about any definite results the honest 
money advocates feel they were largely in- 
strumental in making the convention a fativre 
and they are greatly encouraged. Mr. Hesing 
thinks if three or four men like Frank Walker 
had gone in there and made an oid-fashioned 
fight they could either have knocked the con- 
vention out entirely or sent a delegation to 
Springfield that would simply put the free 
silver cohorts to flight. 

As it is, predictions are being made that of 
the 347 delegates elected less than 200 of 
them will, wnen the time comes, go to the 
Springfield gathering. 

It is the almost unanimous wish of its 
8,000 members that the Honest Money 
League of Chicago shall be represented at the 
Memphis convention, May 23, Therefore 
the Executive committee will meet tomorrow 
for the purpose of determining whether it 
shail appoint delegates or call a general 
meeting of. the league to select them. It is 
believed they can be appointed just as well by 
the Executive committee.

NEW “L” ROAD OPENS, 


PART OF THE METROPOLITAN SY8- 
TEM BEGINS BUSINESS. 


Everything Works Smoothly and the Pa- 
trons Are Pleased=Abcut 10,000 Pas. 
sengers Carried=Other Branches to Be 
Operated in Ten Days or Two Weeks= 
Something About the Equipment=—Motor 
and Smoking Car Combined —Explana- 
tion of How the Power Is Obtained. 

That part of the Metropolitan West Side 

Elevated which runs from Canal street to the 

intersection of Robey street and Milwaukee 

avenue was opened for passenger traffic yes- 
terday. The first train left the Robey street 

station at 6 o’clock, It was made up of a 

combination electric motor and smoking car 

and two passenger coaches, Thomas Hanson, 

No. 868 North Oakley avenue, had tne dis- 

tinction of payifig the first nickel to the com- 

pany. The train left the station on schedule 
time and compieted its trip without hitch or 
accident, 


Trains were run thereafter at intervais of. 


six minutes until 6:30 p. m. and after that 
time every twenty minutes until morning, 
which will be the regular daily time schedule, 
Nine trains were required to keep up the 
service, the running time of each being 
twenty-two minutes, with five minutes for 
relays at the termini. Supt. Jones said last 
evening he was well pleased with the first 
day’s operation of the road, All the trains 
made the schedule time without any trouble, 
The running was smooth and rapid, the rate 
being 16 miles an hour. 

Considering thé fact’that at present the part 
of the line in operation practically begins and 
ends nowhere, the patronage was heavier 
than the officials looked for. At3o’clock in 
the afternoon the register at Robey street 
showed that 1,250 passengers had passed the 
gate and the register at Canal street marked 
nearly the same number. Mr. Jones thought 
the total traffic from 6 o’clock in the morning 
until 7 in the evening would amountto 10,- 
000 fares. There are eleven stations on the 
line as operated at present—namely: Canal 
street, Halsted street, Center avenue, Laflin 
street, Marshfield avenue, Madison street, 
Lake street, Grand avenue, Chicago avenue, 
Division street, and Robey street. 

The rolling stock of the road is of the first 
grade. Every motor is also a smoking car, 
aad in this respect the service is better than 
that furnished by the Lake Street ** L,’’ which 
runs “smokers’’ part of the time and part of 
the time runs none. Next week the Metro- 
politan will put on special baseball trains to 
carry passengers to and from the West Side 
ball park. Anew idea of Supt. Jonesisa 
portable ticket office which can be moved to 
any station where an extraordinary rush of 
business is expected. This contrivance was 
first put to use last evening at the Canal street 
station. General Supt. Baker said yesterday 
cars would probably be running to West For- 
ty-eighth street within a week or ten days and 
into the Franklin’ street terminus in two 
weeks. 

The power is obtained from the large brick 
powerhouse situated in the alley back of 
Throog street between Vun Buren ,and Con- 
grese streets. A bank of thirty séif-stoking 
boilere generate the steam. The nominal 
rating of the boilers gives a steam capacity of 
3,000 horse-power, but the improved draft 
and efficient engines make the boilers suf- 
ficient for doubie the rated capacity. 

The engines are compound vertical con- 
densing engines with Corliss valves. The 
dynamos are multipolar street railroad gen- 
erators and directly connected to the engines. 
The dynamos are wound for 550 volts. & 
maximum capacity of 9,000 mechanical 
horse-power can be obtained from the plant 
when everything is running.
